FIRE MARSHAL ISADORE P. SMITH KILLED BY LIYE WIRES IN SOUTH CHICAGO. 


Troliey and Electric Lighting Systems Become Mixed with a Fatal Result— 
Passengers Flee from Burning Street Cars—Policeman Rescues Uncon- 
scious Woman from Burning Cottage—Flames Cause Fright at Ball. 


Electric light and trolley wires crossed in 
South Chicago last night caused three fires 
and the death of Fire Marshal Isadore P. 
Smith, Chief of the Fourteenth Battalion. 
At first it was thought the death of Smith 
was due to the failure of the Calumet Flec- 
tric Light and Fuel company to comply 


with repeated orders from the Police and Fire ° 


Departments to shut off the current, but it 
was later discovered the wire ‘which killed 


| the Marshal belonged to the Hyde Park 


Electric Lighting company. After Smith 
was killed a peremptory order to shut down 
was obeyed. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock Police’ Operator 
J. J. Garrity was notified that crossed or 
grounded wires had started a fire in the side- 
walk in front of No. 8749 Commercial ave- 
nue. He immediately notified the Calumet 
tlectric Lighting company to shut off the 
current and send a lineman at once to repair 
the break. He was told they would send a 
lineman when they found one. 

Mr. Garrity then turned in an alarm and 
the department responded. A stream from 
the chemical engine soon put out the blaze, 
but not before several of the firemen had 
been slightly shocked. 

On their way back to the engine house 
Marshal Smith discovered another fire at 
No. 9155 Commercial avenue, caused by the 
wires. This blaze was soon extinguished 
and Marshal Smith hurried to the police 
station and told the operator to again call up 
the electric lighting station and tell them to 
shut off the current. 

While he was talking a still alarm came 
in from No. 257 Ninety-second street. 

“T’'ll bet that’s another ‘ wire’ fire,”’ said 
the Marshal, as he rushed for his buggy. 

Smith was the first man to reach the fire. 
Inside and just over the door of the store 
crossed or badly insulated Wires had set 
fire to the woodwork. Marshal Smith, the 


Panic-stricken passengers last night fled 
from burning cars of the Taylor street elec- 
tric line at Johnson and Taylor street. 

There is a manhole at the corner named. 
It is located between the tracks. Trains 
had been passing and repassing over the 
manhole all the day without mishap. 

There was.a thrill of horror, therefore, 
experienced by scores of people when the 
passage of a train over the manhole was at- 
tended with an explosion, immediately after 
which a sheet of flame shot upward attack- 
ing the inflammable materia! of the cars. 

The women passengers shrieked, and pas- 
sengers, with one accord, rushed pell-mell, 
seeking to escape. Pedestrians on the street 
and bystanders were likewise astounded, 
and for a while just what had occasioned the 
explosion and fire seemed as mysterious as 
it Was unexpected. 

Some one promptly turned in a fire alarm, 
and the department quickly responded. 
When the engines reached the scene one car 
was burning briskly, and without determined 
work by the firemen the entire train would 
have been consumed. 

When the fire was under control the cause 
became apparent. Gas had freely escaped 
from leaking mains in the tunnel of the Chi- 
cago sugar refinery. The tunnel with the 
mains passed under the corner named. A 
main had broken and the tunnel was in a 
short time filled with the escaping gas.. The 
passage of the electric train over the cor- 
ner was attended with the usual electric 
sparks, which ignited the gas and caused the 
explosion and fire. 

The tunnel fin which the gas collected is 
used by the refinery as a means of securing 
water to run its plant. At Johnson and 
Taylor streets, in connection with the aque- 
duct which supplies the South Town, a 
pumping station has been established. 
Water is pumped from this point to the

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New York, May 16.—({Special.]—A marvelous feat in long distance telegraphy was per- 
formed tonight during the delivery of an address by Dr. Chauncey M. Depew in the hall of 


the National Electrical Exposition on the “ Progress and Future of Electricity.’ 


To 


demonstrate the promptness of modern telegraphic science messages written by Dr. De- 


pew and by Edward D. Adams, 


President of the Cataract General Electric com- 


pany, were transmitted nearly simultaneously by both the Western Union and the Postal 
companies on circuits estimated at 27,500 miles each, from New York through several conti- 


nents and returning to New York. 


Mr. Depew’s message was addressed to Mr. Adams, because that portion of the Postal 
company’s circuit between New York and Buffalo was energized with electricity generated 
by Niagara Falls at the plant of the Cataract company, of which he is the President. 

These demonstratio ns of the annihilation of time and space by means of modern tele- 
graph facilities are the most extensive that have éver been undertaken. The invention of 
instruments and the construction of the vastsystem of telegraph lines and cables which 
make these remarkable feats possible have all been the work of scarcely more than fifty 
years, and a large portion of it of the lastdozen years. No better illustration of the world’s 
progress during the latter half of the nineteenth century could possibly have been devised. 
The men who handled the messages in the hall are older than the science of which they are

Then he learned 
that one circuit had been shut down for half 
anu hour, it having given every indication 
of being crossed on a trolley wire. 

‘Marshal Isadore P. Smith had been a mem- 
ber of the Chicago Fire Department for 
eighteen years. He was 48 years old, mar- 
ried, and had grown children. He was best 
known in the down-town district as Captain 
of Truck Company No. 9. He was promoted 
early in 1894, and was sent to South Chicago. 
His name had been mentioned several times 
during his term of service for gallant work 
in the rescue of people from burning build- 
ings, and his superior officers in the depart- 
ment said last night he was considered a 
conscientious and capable officer.

AS DONE BY THE WESTERN UNION. 


Message is Flashed Over a Circuit of 
| 27,500 Miles. 

Charles A. Tinker, General Superintendent 
of the Western Union company, acted as 
sending operator for his company. The're- 
ceiver was Supt. L. C. Baker of St. Louis. 
This company made up a circuit between 
New York and Galveston of about 10,000 
miles. It went via Chicago, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, and St. Louis. At Galveston 
the message was handed to the Mexican Tel- 
egraph company and the Central and South 
American Telegraph company, who trans- 
mitted it about 6,500 miles, by way of Mex- 
ico, San Juan, Nicaragua, St. Elema, Equa- 
dor, Chorillos, Peru, to Valparaiso, 
Chile. Thence it went by land line 
over the Andes Mountains to Buenos Ayres, 
where it was handed to the cables of the 
River Plate, the Western and Brazilian, 
and the Brazilian, Submarine Telegraph 
companies, and sent about 6,000 miles, via 
Rio de Janeiro, Pernambuco, St. Vincent, to 
Lisbon. From Lisbon it went over the ca- 
bles of the Eastern company, about 1,000 
miles, to Penzance, England. Thence it 
came over the Western Union Atlantie ca- 
bles via Canso to New York, about 4,000 
miles. The total circuit over which the 
message traveled was therefore 27,500 miles 
in length, practically circling the Western 
Hemisphere, but crossing the Atlantic and 
touching Europe on its return. 

The answer was received over the Western 
Union circuit twenty-one and one-half min- 
utes after it started on its journey of 27,500 
miles. The land line was 7,387 miles, in 
length, the longest circuit ever worked in 
the history of Morse telegraphy. The time 
occupied by a single letter in traveling over 
this land line was, as closely as could be 
timed, three- seconds. 

While the messages were on their travels 
a glass arrow hanging over each instrument 
flashed a blue etheric light, indicating the 
direction and the arrival at important 
points. Everywhere about the exposition 
there were dazzling lights. In Mr. Edison’s 
booth of mysteries the faint fluorescence 
— his X ray lamp was the only illumina- 
tion. - 

Far away hundreds of bulbs glowed in 
many coiored brilliancies. Dr. Depew's ora- 
tion was listened to with immense iriterest 
by the great throng on the floor beneath 
him. It was one of the great oratorical 
efforts of his life, finished but an hour or 
two before he rose to deliver it.

Night Chief J. C. Barclay of the Chicago 
office made up the circuit in which the mes- 
sages passed through this city, and copied 
them as they passed. The wire from here to 
Galveston was one of the company’s best du- 
plex. It was, in fact, a continuous copper 
wire from New York to Chicago, from Chi- 
<—— to — Celera ygg Over the Union Pa- 
cific route, thence to Los Angel 
Southern Pacific, and back iriatinas ones 
the Atlantic and Pacific and Santa Fé, from 
Chicago to St. Louis via the Chicago and 
Alton, and St. Louis to Galveston over the 
Iron Mountain. This 7,387-mile circuit was 
covered without a relay, although there 
were repeaters at Chicago, Chey- 
enne, Ogden, Reno, San Francisco, Los An- 
geles, Flagstaff, Pueblo, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Little Rock, and Galveston. . 

At Galveston the message was trans- 
ferred to the Mexican lines for transmission 
to Valparaiso. Thence it went to Buenos 


Ayres, back to Rio Janeiro, from there to | 


London, and thence to Canso. 

Before the passage of the message the du- 
plex systems was tested with a dummy mes- 
sage and everything found to be in perfect 


ROUTE OF THE POSTAL MESSAGE. 
President Chandler Sends the Message 
Which Edison Takes. 

Col. Albert B. Chandler, President and 
General Manager of the Postal Telegraph 
company, acted as the sending operator on 
the lines of his company. The circuit on 
which he transmitted the message was made 
up via Chicago, Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Vancouver, Winnipeg, and Canso, thence 
to London and back via Boston to New York. 
President Chandler was stationed in the 
north balcony of the exposition hall. He 
started the message on its long journey at 
8:34 o’clock. The receiving operator was 
Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, who is a 
practical telegraph operator. He was sta- 
tioned in the south balcony and handed Mr. 
Adams a beautifully written copy of the 
message at 8:38, four minutes after Mr. 
Chandler had transmitted it. 

When the message reached London a copy 
was handed to the Eastern Telegraph com- 
pany and was forwarded by it over various 
lines and cables via Lisbon, Gibraltar, Malta, 
Alexandria, Suez, Aden, Bombay, Madras, 
Singapore, Hongkong, Shanghai, and Na- 
gasaki to Tokio, Japan, returning thence via 
London, and reaching the exposition hall at 
9:24. The dstance traveled was 15,000 miles. 

The instruments used were of the latest 
Postal Telegraph pattern, with aluminum 
levers. They are handsomely mounted on 
an ebony base, and will be presented to the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington, to- 
gether with attested records as to the time 
occupied in transmitting the message and 
copies of every newspaper in the world in 
which the occasion may be noticed. These 
will be carefully preserved by the Smith- 
sonian Institution as evidence to future gen- 


erations of the advanced state of electrical” 


science in this year of 1596. 


Dr. Depew’s Speech. 

During the longer wait for the message to 
reach Tokio, Japan, its furthest Eastern 
point, and come back again, Dr. Depew 
filled in the time with a masterful oration 
upon electricity's future. é 

He said: 

“The fables of antiquity are the facts of 
today. The poetry, genius, and learning 


of the ancient world ascribed to the gods of 


Olympus marvelous achievements in rapid 
transit, the transmission of intelligence, and 
the metamorphosis of matter. These won- 
ders of the imagination were the inspiration 
of the ancients in their religion, their litera- 
ture, and their life, and to them the poetry, 
eloquence, and philosophy of the modern 
world are largely indebted. Though the 
high intelligence and superb culture of 
Greece and Rome remained blindly super- 
stitious before the miracles of mythology, 
Jupiter and Hercules, Apollo and Minerva 
are commonplace persons when compared 
with Morse and Edison, with Bell and Tesla. 

‘* History is a dreary record of the conflicts 
of ambition and power, and the horrors, 
desolations, and the devastations and mis- 
eries created by war.

MUST PAY FOR KILLING A CYCLIST. 


George McCarthy’s Heirs Given a Ver- 
dict of $4,000 Against the North 
Shore Railway Company. 


A jury in Judge Neely’s court yesterday 
assessed the North Shore street railway 
company $4,000 for causing the death of 
George McCarthy while riding his bicycle. 

McCarthy was pedaling along Chicago av- 
enue on July 15, 1803, between the Old 
Church road and Pratt street when he was 
run down by one of the cars of the company. 
The suit was brought by McCarthy’s father. 

It was the first case of the kind in Cook 
County courts. Incidentally the jury found 
that a bicycle rider has the same rights ina 
public street as a man in any other kind of 
vehicle, and that street car companies 
should use extra care to avoid running them 
down.

CONFERENCE METHODISTS GIVE THE 
OHIO MAN AN OVATION. 


‘Five Thousand People Cheer Them- 
selves Hoarse and Extend a Warm 
Welcome at Cleveland—Men Shout 
‘and Throw Hats and Women Wave 
Handkerchiefs—Greeting by the 
Colored Delegates—Preparing fora 
Big Parade of Uniformed Clubs. 
Cleveland, O., May 16.—{Special,)—MaJ. 

McKinley devoted his hours today to the 
Methodists. A little after 10 o’clock this 
morning he was introduced to the General 
Conference by Bishop I. W. Joyce and was 
given a round of applause lasting fully ten 
minutes by the delegates present. In the 
afternoon: at 1 o’clock he received the col- 
ored men and in the evening he addressed 
an audience of 5,500 persons in the Central 
Armory, speaking on the subject of * Gen.

Oyhue Mr. McKinley entered the hall he 
was loudly applauded, but when he was in- 
troduced to the audience by Mr. Horace Ben- 
ton of this city the enthusiasm could not be 
controlled.

AMERICAN PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION 
ALTERS ITS VIEWS. 


Says the Unfavorable Impressions of 
the Presidential Candidate Were 
Obtained from Misrepresentations 
Which Have Been Proved False— 
The Committee Interviews the Ohio 
Statesman and Is Satisfied with His 
Statements of the Case. | 

Washington, D. C., May 16.—The session 
of the American Protective Association's 
Supreme Council today was the most inter- 
esting of the convention, because the ac- 
tion of the Executive committee of the Ad- 
visory Board in blacklisting Gov. McKinley 
as a Presidential candidate was to be re- 
viewed. The report of the Advisory Board 
on the action of its committee was made to 
the council late in the session, It Was an 
indors@ment technically of the Executive 
committee. It asserted in substance that 
the Executive committee was warranted, 
in view of the evidence presented to it, in 
placing a ban on Mr. McKinley, but In ad- 
dition it stated that a further examination 
of the testimony by the full board had con- 
vinced the members that the witnesses were 
unreliable, and that their statements were 
incorrect. Therefore the board concluded 
Mr. McKinley should be placed on the same 
footing, so far as members of the A. P. A. 
are concerned, with the other candidates 
for Presidential nominations, and should 
not be discriminated against. 

Appended to the report was a statement 
in writing by Delegate Hud@leson of Califor- 
nia, who says a committee of which he was 
Chairman interviewed Mr. McKinley at his 
home in Canton, O., on the 14th, and that the 
interview was satisfactory. 

The morning session was devoted to the 
consideration of amendments to the con- 
stitution in the Committee of the Whole.

The. buffet.and bar attach- 
ment failed to do business €xcept in“ soft.” 
drinks. 

Fifty cases of beer were stacked up in the 
barroom and four wagon-loads of higher- 
grade liquid refreshments were stowed away 
in the cellar and behind the bar. Nearly 
two score of white-aproned bartenders and 
waiters were lounging about with little to 
do, while Inspector Schaack and Capt. 
Schuettler with fifteen * plain-clothes ’’ men 
kept close watch on the bar. 

During the afternoon an injunction was 
sought to restrain the police from ‘inter- 
fering with the sale of liquor. Attorney 
Charlies A. Williams, representing William 
Mangler, who has the barroom concession, 
appeared before Judge Brentano with the 
bill for injunction. This was refused on the 
ground the injunction would not lie, and was 
not the proper remedy. Judge Brentano said 
the Supreme Court had decided against an 
injunction to restrain the police power of the 
Siate. 

The officials at the park were quite hopeful 
up to the time the Judge’s decision _was an- 
nounced. There was considerable disap- 
pointment over the result. Manager Rice 
and ex-Judge Vincent, attorney for the com- 
pany, are equally confident the bar and 
buffet will be running in full blast in a few 
days. 


PRISONERS ESCAPE FROM NEWPORT. 


Accused Murderers of Pearl Bryan 
Alone Remain, as They Feared a 
Lynching if Caught. 


Newport, Ky., May 16.—Seven prisoners 
escaped jail here at 8 o’clock tonight. They 
were companions of Scott Jackson, convict- 
ed of the murder of Pear! Bryan, with the 
death penalty attached, and his companion, 
Alonzo Walling, who is to be tried in ten 
days for the same murder. Some prisoner 
sawed off the hinges of the back door of the 
jail and let the seven men out. Jackson 
and Walling could have gone with them, but 
preferred the jail as safer than the open 
country, where they knew they would be 
lynched as soon as caught. 

News of the jail delivery spread like the 
sound of an explosfon. In less than half an 
hour 5,000 people surrounded the jail. A 
strong cordon of police, aided by deputy 
sheriffs, held them back. 

As soon as the crowd became convinced 
that the convicted murderer Jackson and

MRS. WRIGHT TELLS OF HER DEATHS 
AND RBEINCARNATIONS. 


For Ages She Has Been Living Off and 
On in a Married State with Her 
Present Husband, to Whom She 
Was Married on May 3, and Every 
Time She Dies and Appears Again 
on Earth She Weds the Same 


Man. 

New York, May 16.—[{Special.]—It was after 
an occult marriage lasting from the date of @ 
romantic courtship on the banks of the Nile 
or some other theosophist rendezyous known 
to the Mahatma only that Miss Mary Cath- 
erine Leonard, a bright young Chicago gir! 
20 years of age gauged by time, as it is 

_ known to latter-day people, was married oy 
a pseudo nineteenth century process to 
Claude Falls Wright, the New York theos- 
ophist in this city, on Sunday, May 3, Im- 
mediately after the weird theosophist cere- 
mony, which was conducted by a veiled 
prophet and many curious incarnations, 
Mrs. Wright made her strange assertion 
about her long married life with her present 
husband. Two weeks of wedded bliss as 
earthly people know it have not altered the 
young bride’s memories of her first matrt- 
monial venture in Egypt and today she re- 
counted some of the recollections of her first 
meeting with Wright. 

‘* Memory is merely a mattér of the asso- 
lation of ideas,”’ she said, “‘ if one’s mind is 
trained in the philosophy of ocultism, it is 
just as easy to remember what took place 
5,000 years ago as occurrences of yesterday. 

“IT remember that first meeting distinctly, 
and we repeated it at our wedding entirely 
from recollection. Of course, there exists 
no written account of what took place at 
that time.

Price Paid for Gold Standard. 


“For some years during and after the 
War we were on a paper basis, and for a 
while a paper dollar was not worth over

we contracted our currency and paid the 
awful price of six years of panic, with all 
the misery and ruin which it spread over 
the land, in order to get on a coin or specie 
basis, as it was then called. 

‘Now, mY fellow-citizens, look at the 
price our. country, with the rest of the 
world, is paying for this gold standard. 
Bankruptcy, paralysis, ruin, endless suffer- 
ing, and misery for all these years, and we 
are getting absolutely nothing in return for 
it. Debts have been practically doubled by 
law; that is a-condition that was created by 
law which so affects prices that it forces the 
debtor to sell twice as much property as was 
formerly needed to pay off his debts. All 
the great European countries are even worse 


off than we are. 


Are We Now Prosperous? 

After comparing the condition of the 
United States with that of Mexico, the 
speaker said: = 
“I saw a statement in a gold standard 
newspaper recently to the effect that we are 
now prosperous, had about everything we 
needed, and ought to thank the Lord that we 
are as well off as we are. Now, I have no 
argument to make in answer to such wild 
statements as that. I simply leave it for 
every laborer, for every manufacturer, for 
every business-man, yea, for every railroad 
man, and every banker toanswer. We have 
unlimited resources, have the most produc- 
tive.country in the world, we have every 
kind and character of industry, and the 
ingenuity, enterprise, push, and intelligence 
of our people are unsurpassed anywhere; 
therefore we should be prosperous and 
happy. 

Labor Needs a Market. 

“The first thing and the last thing that 
labor needs is a market for its products. 
You may speculate to a laborer until he is 
blind on the beauties of a dear dollar and 
it will do him no good. His wife will be 
in rags and his children will starve. He 


} must have somebody to buy that which he 


makes. If nobody comes to buy the things 
which he makes then the factory in which 
he works must shut down. If it shuts down 
he is in distress and his purchasing power is 
gone. The people are not in a condition to 
buy what they need, and they will not be 
until there is a rise in prices. When this 
happens then the whole debtor and produc- 
ing classes will again be able to buy and 
there will be a restoration of our home 
market. 
‘Only Question Before Us. 


“Shall we continue the single standard 
or return to bimetallism? This is the only 
question before us. For at present there is 
an organized and desperate effort being 
made by the Federal administration and its 
adherents, and by those who control great 
concentrations of capital, to perpetuate the 
single gold standard for the world, while 
all fixed charges must remain the same or 
increase. The movement to force the great 
nations of the earth to a gold basis has been 
a campaign of organized corruption. Every 
influence that money could in any way con- 
trol has been brought to bear. Nearly all 
the great newspapers and other agencies 
for molding public thought have been 
bought up or forced into line. . 

Question of Ratio. 


“The question of ratio is scarcely open for 
discussion. We must first decide whether 
we shall have gold monometallism or gold 
and silver bimetallism. If we are to con- 
tinue the single gold standard then there is 
nothing farther to discuss. 

‘* Every intelligent man can see at a glance 
that the reéstablishing of the great principle 
of=bimetallism does not depend on any par- 
ticular ratio. No man in this country has 
yet declared that we must have any named 
ratio or nothing. 

‘“T will only say it would be manifestly 
wrong to adopt the present market ratio, 
which is the regult of giving gold a monopoly 
of the money Fanietion in the world and of 
demonetizing silver by law. To do this 
would be to permanently lower the value 
of silver and to reduce the volume of money 
which could be coined from it in the future. 


Favors the Old Standard. 


“T believe that if an international agree- 
ment is ever made it will be on ua basis of 
15% to 1, as that was the ratio which 
formerly existed in nearly all countries of 
the world, and which worked so satis- 
factorily for 200 years. 

“Many are demanding a return to the old 
standard, leaving the subject then to be 
dealt with as necessity may require. They 
would be satisfied with any other fair ratio

IGNORES A REED SCHEME. 


M’KINLEY CLUB NO. 1 DISCUSSES THE 
VICE-PRESIDENCY. 


President Corey Suggests Asking by 
Resolution the Maine Man to With- 
draw from the Contest for First 
Place on the Republican Ticket and 
Aecept the Second Position—It Is 
Decided, However, the Act Would 
Accomplish Nothing. 

A suggestion of President Corey of the 
Commercial McKinley club No. 1 that the 
club ask Thomas B. Reed by resolution 
to withdraw from the Presidential contest 
and stand_for the office of Vice-President 
failed in @ purpose at the organization's 
banquet at Kinsley’s last night. 

It was also said and repeated at frequent 
intervals during the evening that money 
was not the issue in the coming Presidential 
campaign; it was the tariff question. 

President Corey, in the midst of an in- 
trodiictory address, led up to the Reed mat- 
ter by a complimentary reference to the 
Maine man, saying: “I want to put ina 
word for Reed for Vice-President. <A great 
many people throughout the country, in- 
cluding Senators and Congressmen, have 
joined in requests to him to withdraw from 
the contest before the national convention 
convenes at St. Louis. While it might not 
do any good, it has occurred to me it would 
be a nice thing for this club to do to pass a 
resolution to that effect and send it to Reed.” 

Turning to ex-Attorney-General Hunt, who 
Sat at his left, President Corey continued: 
“Do you think there is any chance Reed 
would withdraw his name?” 

Mr. Hunt’s reply, given after a moment’s 
hesitation, was: ‘‘ I would rather doubt it.” 

President Corey then announced he 
thought it best to say nothing. The inci- 


dent was over in a minute and aroused no 


demonstration of any sort whatever on the 
part of those present. 

The opening address of the evening was 
that of President Corey, scoring Thomas C. 
Platt. Concerning McKinley and the money 
issue he said: ‘*‘ He is undoubtedly svund 
on the money question. He has always 
been with his party, and I do not believe 
the Republican party will ever wipe out 
silver altogether. No one wants that. There 
should be made a denial in every State, coun- 
ty, city, and town of the report that the 
currency question is of paramount impor- 
tance in this campaign. That is a mistake. 
It is not such. The tariff question is the im- 
portant one.’’ 

To F. X. Schoonmaker of New Jersey fell 
the task of giving a precise exposition of 
the tariff and McKinley’s position thereon. 
He prefaced his speech in this way: 

“There is no other issue before the people 
of this country but that of the tariff. I 
have tried to interest some of the people 
of this country in the financial question for 
eighteen months, but have miserably failed."’ 

Mr. Schoonmaker contended the, Repub- 
lican party was the only one to give free 
silver a chance. Its action in that respect 
could be guided by the tightening of re- 
ciprocity’s screws on European countries 
with whom the, United States has com- 
mercial relations until they consented to 
the adoption of free silver. 

The Weber Quartet sang a new song in 
which it spoke of “* Bill McKinley,”’ the sor- 
rows of free trade, and the wisdom of pro- 
tection. 

Ex-Attorney-General Hunt and C. C. Ar- 
nold also spoke.

Anti-Silver Democrats Will Have Their

Convinced that the silver machine has 
everything fixed to win by brace primaries 
the honest money Democrats have virtually 
decided to hold their own primaries and con- 
vention about June 10 and ll.

ing the lovers’ telegraph from feet to miles, 
has annihilated space for the sacred confi- 
dences of the family and the negotiations 
of business. 

“Thirty years ago there were 75,000 miles 
of wire in the United States; today there 
are 1,000,000 miles. Thirty years ago 5,000,- 
G00 messages were annually transmitted by 
telegraph; now there are 60,000,000. In a 
quarter of a century the reports of the tele- 
graph companies have increased from 
$7,000,000 to $25,000,000 per year. | 

“Since the opening of the telegraph the im- 
ports and exports of the United States have 
grown from $220,000,000 to $1,600,000,U00, 
while the internal commerce of the country 
from about $1,000,000,000 has reached the 
fabulous figure of $25,000,000,000 a year. In 
twenty years the use.of the telephone has 
become such a necessity in our daily life that 
the mileage of the telephonic wires has in- 
creased to 600,000 miles and the number of 
telephones to 700,000. 

‘‘ This exposition illustrates another benefi- 
cent advance in electrical developments. It 
suggests an opportunity of escape from ter- 
ritorial limitations of coal and the prohibi- 
tive cost of transportation. Wherever there 
are mountains and lakes there is water 
power. That this power can generate elec- 
tricity has been known, but its usefulness 
has been handicapped because the mill and 
factory could not be readily transported. 

‘‘The most sublime concentration of con- 
tinuing force in the world is Niagara Falls. 
We are here, 450 miles from Niagara, and 
witnessing that the power generated there 
ean be transmitted here. It is a demonstra- 
tion of incalculable value. It will redeem 
the waste places of the world. The tumbling 
torrent will come to be the treasure house 
of nations. Wherever water flows elec- 
trical power may be generated, which, 
transmitted great distances, will create the 
mill, the factory, and the furnaces, and give 
that employment to capital and labor which 
relieved the farm-house of its surplus of 
boys and girls ana gives the farm the profit- 
able market in a neighboring seat of popu- 
lation and industry.” 

The passage of the ’round-the-world mes- 
sages created no special excitement in the 
Chicago operating-room of the Postal Tele- 
graph company. The wires were ready for 
it long before it came, Electrical Engineer 
F. W. Jones having arranged with Supt. L. 
D. Parker during the aftennoon for the mak-

The sending ope- 
rator evidently appreciated the length of the 
circuit over which he was propelling the 
sentiments destined to thunder down the 
ages, for he worked his key in a very slow 
and labored fashion. There were twelve re- 
peaters in the circuit.

SCIUTA SWEPT BY WIND. 


FIERCE CYCLONE STRIKES THE 
M’DONOUGH COUNTY VILLAGE, 


Many Illinois Towns Suffer from a 
Storm Which Does Great Damage 
to Bdildings, Trees, and Fences— 
Telegraph and Telephone Wires 
Torn Down in All Directions—Scio- 
ta Reported_as Being Wiped Out 
Entirely, but News Not Confirmed. 

Bushnell, Ill, May 16.—[Special.}—It is 
reported here that the Village of Sciota, 
stxteen miles west of here, was blown away 


today during a severe storm which raged 


with great fury in this section of the State. 
All the telegraph wires are down, and no 
word can be had in confirmation or denial 
of the report. 

This town was seriously shaken up by the 
wind, but the damage was confined to 
broken trees and fences, unroofed outbuild- 
ings, and torn telegraph wires. 


Sciota is a village in McDonough County, 
lll., with a population of about 400. It is 
located on the Toledo, Peoria and Western 
railway, sixteen miles from Bushnell, which 
is the junction point with the Quincy branch 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad. 

Quincy Is Severely Shaken. 


Quincy, Ill., May 16.—[Special.]—A furious 
rain and wind storm, which was almost a 
hurricane in its fierceness, passed over this 
section late this afternoon. The Comstock- 
Castle stove foundry was unroofed and 
more or less damage was done to buildings 
all over town.- So fdr as known ho one was 
hurt. Trees were torn up and twisted off 
and great damage was done to fruit. Tele- 
phone and telegraph wires are prostrated in 
all directions. 

Galesburg Streets Fjlled with Debris. 

Galesburg, Ill., May 16.—[Special.]—There 
was a severe wind-starm here late this after- 
noon, which did much damage. The streets 
are impeded by broken trees, some of which 
were uprooted. Telegraph and telephone 
service in every direction is demoralized, so 
that the extent of the damage in the county 
cannot be ascertained. West of town large 
barns were torn down and orchards dam- 
aged. 

Much Damage Done in Peoria. 

Peoria, Ill., May 16.—[Special.]—A terrific 
wind, rain, and thunder storm passed over 
this city tonight, doing a large amount of 
damage. Cellars in all portions of the city 
were flooded, trees were blown down, and 
great damage was done to buildings in 
process of construction. Several buildings 
were struck by lightning and more or less 
damaged. 

Wrecked by a Corncrib. 

St. Augustine, Ill, May 16.—[Special.]— 
During a severe storm here today a corn- 
crib was blown across the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy tracks. Engine No. 377, 
from Beardstown, bound tor Galesburg, 
struck the obstruction and was derailed. 
The engineer was badly hurt. 

Charch Destroyed at Pekin. 

Pekin, Ill., May 16.—{Special.]J—A destruc- 
tive tornado,.swept over this city this even- 
ing. Trees were uprooted, fences blown 
down, and houses unroofed. The rain fell 
in torrents. Lightning wrecked the new St. 
Paul’s Church. 

Rock Island Under Water. 

Rock Island, Ill., May 16.—[{Special.]—This 
city was visited by a deluge at 6 o’clock to- 
night, which lasted an hour, during which 
the city was inundated. Streets were im- 
passable and much damage was done by the 
flooding of cellars in the business district. 


Toulon Feels the Storm, 
Toulon, Ill., May 16.—[Special.j—A heavy 
wind-storm swept through here at 6 o’clock 
this evening, destroying several large barns 
and ‘wrecking many farm houses.

Some of the victims are lying in the 
morgue with necks broken, others are muti- 
lated horribly. Some are not broken or 
bruised at all, but apparently lie peacefully 
and serene in death. 

Many private homes are used as hospitals. 
Women of the city are doing all in'their 
power to save and succor the wounded and 
caring for and dressing the dead. 

Undertakers’ establishments are overrun 
with work. The city is crowded with news- 
paper men, 

The total of dead will reach 120 and the 
wounded will aggregate 100, 

Denison, Tex., May 16.—Reports from iso- 
lated Indian Territory points in the track 
of the storm are beginning to arrive. On 
Reynolds Prairie, twelve miles east of Den- 
ison, a dozen houses were wrecked and 
many people injured.

EXPLOSION IN THE WATER TUNNEL 
OFF CHICAGO AVENUE. 


Three Men Seriously Injured and as 
Many More in a Less Degree Vic« 
tims of the Casualty—Damage Done 
by Escaping Gas—Teats Prove De- 
lusive and the Crash Comes with 
the Suddenness of a Thunder Bolt 
Concussion’s Terrific Force.

The tunnel at the point where the explosion 
took place is over 200 feet beneath the sur- 
face of the lake and two and one-third miles 
from the shore. A panic occurred among all 
the workmen in the drift, and as all the 
lights were extinguished no one ventured 
into the depths of the tunnel where the un- 
fortunate workmen were half smothered 
and struggling to get totheairshaft. Word 
was sent to shore by telephone and a tug was 
sent out to the two-mile crib. By the time 
it reached its destination the six men had 
been gathered together and were at! once 
taken ashore and sent to the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital. .; 

The opening of a reservoir or pocket of 
fire damp of natural gas is not an uncommon 
thing in the tunnel work. An hour before 
the explosion an odor of gas was detected 
and Foreman Patrick Conley stopped his 
men from work. A torch was applied tothe 
leak and the gas was ignited, after which 
the miners again took up their work. 

The gas flame lasted but a few moments, 
and it was thought the danger of an ex- 
plosion was over. , 

The trimmers continued their work with- 
out taking further precautions, although it 
was known that gas was escaping in sev- 
eral places. It was not believed, however, 
that the fumes were dense enough to cause 
an explosion, 

When the workmen shifted and ap- 
proached nearer the cas the fluid was ig- 
nited by their lamps» The explosion result- 
ed and scarcely a miner escaped without 
singed hair or burns of some kind. 

The gas pocket burned for two hours be- 
fore exhausting itself.

Wepairinen Judah of the Judiciary commit- 
tee of the City Council, to whose charge the 
position has been referred for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining if such an ordinance 
can be legally enacted, is not prepared to 
give a positive answer on this point.

Evidence of Dealers, However, Shows a 
Syndicate Is Securing Options on 
Several Big Companies. 


Ice dealers deny the existence of a trust, 
but evidence pointing to such a combination 
continues to accumulate. 

Health Commissioner Kerr said yesterday 
when the question of regulations looking to 


‘ obtaining pure ice for city consumption was 


under consideration he was told by several ice 
dealers an organization was in contemplation 
whose ostensible object was to cheapen the 
handling of ice. 

Representatives of severa. companies, he 
said, approached him on the subject, but the 
only one whom he could positively recall was 
E. A. Shedd, President of the Knickerbocker

When asked concerning the matter Mr. 
Shedd admitted he had talked with Mr. Kerr 
and that the latter’s statement was true. 
He said, however, nothing came of 
the matter, and that at no 
time did the question of price enter into the 
plans. Its purpose, he said, was to cheapen 
the handling of: ice. It was frequently the 
case, he said. that several different com- 
panies would have one, two, or three custom- 
ers in the same block, and all these different 
wagons would travel over territory which 
could readily be covered by one wagon. The 
plan was to so distribute territory as to avoid 
this unnecessary travel. | 

He claimed the recent advance in 
was simply the result of supply and de- 
mand, He said owing to the  un- 
usually warm weather- during April 
and May there had been an enormous 
increase in consumption over a year ago, and 
if the warm weather continued prices were 
certain to advance still higher. — 

C. Kurz of the Kurz Ice company, No. 726 
North Halsted, who was referred to in the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association on Friday as 
having admitted the existence of an ice trust 
to Charles Hova, denied yesterday that he had 
made any such admission, or that he was - 
nizant of any such trust.

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AY'TGELD’S BAD MONEY SPEECH. 

Altgeld’s free silver speech last night was 
“ vox et preterea nihil ’—words, and noth- 
ing else. It consisted of two parts, one 
being a series of misstatements, perversions, 
and downright falsehoods. The second part 
was a recapitulation of much that had been 
said twenty years ago about the silver ques- 
tion by men who are wiser now than they 
were then, and hence are against 16 to 1 
free cuinage of silver and the substitution 
of silver monometallism for the present gold 
standard. 

He sets out with the allegation that the 
civilized world has been in sore distress for 
several years, which is not true; but he at- 
tributes that to “ the great reduction in the 
volume of money in the world, incident to 
destroying silver as a money metal,”” which 
assertion is a gross falsehood. _ 

There is, as a matter of fact, more hard 
money in the world in circulation than there 
ever was before, both of silver and gold. 
There is so much of it that the banks of 
most countries are glutted. 

The fall in interest rates since “ 1873” 
does not indicate a scarcity of hard money. 
Nor has silver been “ destroyed as a money 
metal,” as Altgeld had the hardihood to 
assert. More of it is in use now than ever 
before, and the quantity in circulation is 
still increasing as subsidiary money in gold 
countries and as standard money in silver 
monometallic countries. 

The silver which was in use when the 
gold standard was adopted in Germany iu 
1873 has been retained in all countries but 
one. Germany is the sole exception, and 
that empire bas retained most of its old 
silver, What it sold went into circulation 
in other countries. 

Then Altgeld said that “an increase in 
the volume of money in the world raises the 
selling price of things,” and that “ putting 
more money into the world is like putting 
more blood into the bedy.” Prices certain- 
ly rise when the volume of money which is 
added is not of good quality. Prices rose 
in the North and in the South during the 
rebellion, and rose the most in the latter, 
where the currency was most debased. 
There wasa great dealof irredeemable paper 
money in circulation, but it was not real 
money.| It was not like the gold which was 
poured out by California and Aus- 
tralian mines in the fiftiesand which stimu- 
lated trade and commerce all overthe world. 

If the “ blood” which is poured into the 
veins of a patient is watered one-half he is 
more likely to die than to recover and be 
strong. New life is not given him by half- 
pure blood. An adulterated, watered cur- 
rency poured into the veins of trade does 
vast harm, not good. Altgeld advocates a 
silver currency whose dollars would be of 
only half-value. 

The next allegation he makes is that “ all 
the panics we have had in this country were 
the result of a contraction of the cur- 
rency.” on 

That is the very opposite of the truth. 
Contraction follows a panic, not precedes 
it. When a panic begins the capitalists 
will not lend their money, and call in what 
loans they can, ask more collateral for 
what is not paid, and lock up their money 
till the storm blows over. 

There is a rush to borrow by business-men 
in distress, but all having idle money deem 
it risky to lend, being scared by the panic. 

Altgeld alleges that the panic of 1873 
was due to contraction of the currency. 
He says that “ in 1866 the total amount of 
paper money was over a billion and a half, 
while in 1870 it was only 696 millions.” 
Then he assumes that because of this al- 
leged great contraction there was a great 
panic in 1873, théugh the three years 187»)- 
'73 had been remarkably prosperous ones, 
with *no complaint of any contraction of 
currency or any scarcity of money. 

The amount of money in circulation in 
1870 was greater than in 1866, and each 
paper dollar had appreciated considerably. 
Hence there was an expansion. There was 
outstanding in the latter year—1866—a bout 
800 millions of interest-bearing bonds, 
called “ Treasury notes,” which drew in- 
terest at the rate of 73-10 per cent per 
annum, payable in greenbacks. They never 
circulated as money, but were held as a 
short bond investment for the sake of the 
interest received on them. They were 
hoarded up and no more formed a part of 
the active currency than the 5-20 or 10-40 
bonds did. 

Altgeld knows those facts, but he was 
struggling desperately to prove that con- 
traction had caused the panic of 1873, when 
the alleged contraction had ended more 
than three years before the panic of '73. 

The 1873 panic was due to overspecula- 
tion and inflation in business. Some of our 
other panics, such as those of 1837 and 
1857, were due to meddling with protec- 
tion. The present dull times result mainly 


value of such silver dollars as he advocates 
would be worth in the market under free 
coinage. He well knows they would not 
be worth more than 50 cents: but he was 
too cowardly to confess it to his hearers. 

He betrays often his intense hatred of 
Cleveland.

“ Gresham law,” 50-cent dollars can circu- 
late side by side with 100-cent dollars. 
Hence his pretense of being in favor of bi- 
metallism is self-evident humbug. His 
harangue is a dreary repetition of the stale 
Populist falsehoods and stupid blunders of 
the fiat fools. It is mainly a rehash of 
Coin Harvey’s brazen perversions and 
arrant nonsense. 


MORE MONEY FOR COAST DEFENSE. 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations 
has made some compensation for the cheese- 
paring of that body in cutting down the 
number of battleships recommended by the 
House by making a large sum of money 
available at once for fortification purposes. 
The House appropriated $11,384,613 for 
coast defenses, to be expended during the 
next fiscal year, of which sum $5,842,337 
was specifically appropriated, contract obli- 
gations being authorized for the remainder— 
$5,542,276. The Senate committee will rec- 
ommend placing $10,000,000 at the disposal 
of the Secretary of War for use as he sees 
fit during the year. 

The details of the committee’s report are 
not without interest. The House appropri- 
ated in cash for engineer work on gun and 
mortar batteries $1,885,000; the Senate 
committee will recommend $5,000,000 in 
cash for this purpose, and if Congress con- 
sents the fortifications can be put in order 
at once to receive the great seacoast guns 
and mortars, The amount for fortification 
sites is increased from $250,000 to $500,000. 
The committee also raises the amount avail- 
able immediately for steel forthe coast de- 
fense guus from $490,000 to 30,000, for 
gun carriages from $680,000 to $875,000, for 
twelve-inch mortars from $216,000 to $426,- 
000, for mortar carriages from $168,000 to 
$250,000, and,for the eight, ten, and twelve- 
inch guns to be manufactured by private 
contract at the Bethlehem works from 
$497,449 to $1,000,000, 

‘The House appropriated an amount which 
exceeded Secretary Lamont’s estimate by 
nearly three and a half millions. The Sen- 
ate committee will recommend a cash ex- 
penditure during the fiscal year pearly dou- 
ble that provided by the House. It now re- 
mains to be seen whether the Senate will 
adopt the report of its committee and make 
some compensation for its conduct in re- 
ducing the number of battleships. Of the 
two the shore fortifications are of infinitely 
greater importance in standing off an ene- 
my’s fleet and in lending assistance to our 
own fleet. The Senate should adopt the 
amendments to the House bill at once and 
send them back. In its present temper 
there is little doubt that the House will ac- 
cept them, and then the great work of pro- 
tecting our coast and lake cities can begin at 
once. There should be no further delay. 


WHAT WILL THE SCHOOL CENSUS SHOW? 

Prof. Reese, who is noted as a “* mind 
reader,” has been operating upon Supt. 
Stanford and finds that the total of the 
school census as returned is 1,529,007. As 
to the correctness of this readings of Stan- 
ford’s mind there will be many differences 
of opinion, and these will not be settled 
until the public knows the official result. 
There will also be differences of opinion as 
to whether Reese read accurately, or in 
reality read anything, or whether Stanford 
fooled him. 

One of our morning contemporaries asserts 
that the population of the city, according to 
these returns, is really 1,593,000, and that 
these figures will be subject to revision, as 
many of the canvassers proved themselves 
careless and unqualified. Mr. Cusack, 
Chairman of the Census committee, says: 

Mr. Stanford has done his best to obtain an ac- 
curate census, but, unfortunately, some of his 
men proved unreliable and careless. This was 
clearly shown by the recanvasses. One precinct 
on a second count was found to have nearly 500 
more residents than the first canvasser discov- 
ered. In another case a whole block was skipped 
by the enumerator. Then, again, in .a district 
where to my own knowledge several houses have 
been built and occupied during the last few 
months, the census returns showed but a very 
slight increase over the 1894 figures. These in- 
stances are sufficient to show the need of more 
eareful investigation before making public the 
returns, and I told Mr. Stanford that we would 
better take another week or so and verify our 
figures. 

The accuracy of the canvass may well be 
challenged, not alone on account of the 
carelessness of canvassers but because there 
has been a large and steady increase in the 
number of pupils since the census of 18D4 
and because the registries show an increase. 
Why, then, is there not a corresponding in- 
crease in the school census? The solution 
of the problem lies in the question of the 
correctness of the census of 1894. If there 
were serious exaggerations then we must 
stand the cost of them. If the census was 
fairly taken then it does not correspond with 
the increase of pupils in the schools or with 
the increase of registered voters. 

Meanwhile the directory publishers are 
making their canvass of the city, and their 
enumerators are mostly skillful and experi- 
enced, Their returns of names may indi- 
cate a considerably greater increase of names 
over their canvass of 1895 and of 1894. At 
the same time it will be well to be prepared 
for some disappointment.

CYCLONE OF UNUSUAL SEVERITY. 

The disaster in Texas will add to the tra- 
ditional terror inspired by the very name of 
cyclone. No more fruitful field could have 
been prepared for a visitation of the irre- 
sistible destroyer. At Sherman the people 
were massed in a ball park, and, as it 
proved, in the direct track of the devastat- 
ing winds. There came the usual ominous 
calm, the dread apprehension in the multi- 
tude as they fled in confusion, and the sud- 
den, overwhelming rush of the whirlwind 
that swallowed up the throng. The peuple 
of the vicinity were to have held a memo- 
rial celebration today in honor of fathers, 
sons, and brothers who fought for the 
Lost Cause. But the tender reverence that 
had succeeded grief in the lapse of years 
has faded before the woes of a more awful 
battlefield. 
& savage assassin and women and children 
are included in the new roll of dead. So 
many are missing whose fate is still un- 
known that the number of victims cannot 
be accurately stated. In the wide territory 
swept by the cyclone it is probable at least 
100 will prove to have succumbed. ‘The 
violence of the storm appears to have becn 
so great that few who were in its path es- 
caped, and every inanimate object above 
the earth’s level was carried away. The 
calamity is appalling in its unusually anni- 
hilating effects and the sufferers will have 
a proportionate amount of general sym- 
pathy. 


STREET RAILROAD LAWYERS ALARMED. 

Evidently the Chicago street railroad peo- 
ple read THe TripuNe and endeavor to 
profit by what they see there. At the last 
Council meeting an ordinance was intro- 
duced giving the West Chicago company 
the right to lay tracks on Armitage and 
Grand avenues. The sixth section reads 
thus: 

The rate of fare to be charged upon the line of 
railway herein authorized shall be 5 cents for one 
continuous ride either way. 

This is a startling innovation. Every or- 
dinance which has been enacted for the 
street railroads provides that “ the rate of 
fare shall not exceed five cents.” That 
language was used in the first charters grant- 
ed by the Legislature, and the lawyers of 
the roads, when drafting ordinances for the 
Council to pass, adhered to that form until 
this week. 

Then they adopted a new one, because 
during the ‘preceding week THe TRIBUNE 
had called the attention of the public to the 
fact that the maximum rate prescribed by 
the present ordinances bound the com- 
panies but not the Council.- That is, the 
former could not charge more than five 
cents, but the Council, if that maximum 
was unreasonable, could reduce it. 

The lawyers of the West Side company 
have recognized the soundness of this posi- 
tion and have proceeded promptly to mod- 
ify the phraseolegy of the fare clause. All 
future ordinances drawn up by them will 
read that the rate of fare “ shall 
cents,” instead of “shall not exceed 
cents. If they get ordinances worde 
after the new style they will say these are 
unquestionably “:contracts” which the 
Council cannot alter. 

But the Council, if not bought up by the 
street railway, will strike out this sixth 
section of the Armitage avenue ordinance 
and will restore the old form under which, 
as the railway lawyers quietly admit, the 
fares can be regulated downward and the 
maximum lowered. 


LIFE ON THE PLANET MARS. 

The 27th of next month it will be twenty- 
six years since Tum Trisune contained re- 
duced maps of the two hemispheres of the 
planet Mars, as seen through a good tele- 
scope by the Rev. W. R. Dawes. In the 
accompanying article it was stated that the 
land and water areas on Mars are nearly 
equal, while on the earth the ocean surface 
largely preponderates; that the observed 
increase and decrease of the ice-patches ai 
the poles of Mars, as each pole is alternately 
turned away from the sun or towards him, 
is almost conclusive evidence of the exist- 
ence of an atmosphere similar to that of the 
earth, in which the processes of evaporation 
and rainfall, melting and thawing, are per- 
petually geing on much the same is with us, 
the range of extent for these processes being 
greater than on the earth because of the 
larger eccentricity of the Martial orbit. It 
was also stated that it may be inferred the 
number of classes and species of vegetables 
and animals is much greater while the num-’ 
ber of individuals of each order is much

would press down with a force of only 
three pounds at the surface of Mars. 
Hence the remarkable lightness on the lat- 
ter “may have developed winged beings 
more highly than the earth-cleaving creat- 
ures,” and on that planet the superior or 
human race may possess the power of 
flight, though it does not necessarily follow 
that the inhabitants of Mars have the form 
of birds, for the mammalian bat can fly. 
But neither does it follow that man can 
fly or that there are any birds on Mars. 
At least no advantage would be gained in 
this respect if the density of the atmos- 
phere decreased in about the same propor- 
tion as the force of attraction at the sur- 
face of Mans, which appears to be the case. 

The intelligent reader probably will be 
able to agree with the latest French writer 
on the subject that we scarcely can hope 
to ascertain the physieal nature of the 
denizens of the planet Mars until we are 
brought into communication with them. 
There is, however, room to suppose it possi- 
ble, if not probable, that Flammarion is 
right in thinking “ Mars teems with organic 
life ’; also that “ being older than the earth 
in chronological order, and having been 
more quickly cooled on account of its lesser 
yolume, the planet has afforded a much 
longer time for the processes of evolution, 
and is at present inhabited by beings more 
intelligent and less imperfect than our 
selves.” But that is by no means certain. 
It is even open to inference that Mars has 
progressed through the habitable phase and 
beyond it, being now in a condition similar 
to that of the earth some fifty millions of 
years heyce, when our globe will have lost 
so much of its air and oceans as to be in- 
capable of supporting on its surface any of 
the now existing forms of animal life. 

THE ANTRIM ESTATE. 

The “ Antrim heirs” held a meeting last 
week at Anderson, Ind., near which place 
some of them live. These deluded people 
believe that there is an estate of eighty 
millions which is in chancery in England 
and which ought to be divided among them. 
At a meeting held in this city a few months 
ago lawyers were hired to “ investigate 
records ” and see what steps should be taken 
to get hold of the money. At last week's 
meeting their report was submitted. It was 
‘most encouraging,” and an attorney was 
appointed to go to England at once “ and 
secure the property.” As there are 150 
heirs each of them expects to get half a mill- 


ion in a short time. 
It is sad to say there is no Antrim estate 


in chancery. There have been Earls of 
Antrim for a century, and they own cen- 
siderable land in the orth of Ireland. The 
present Earl has a good title to his prop- 
erty, and though it is not worth anything 
like eighty millions he is not going to give 
it up to sonie American claimants who are 


not entitled to any part of it. 
If these heirs would send an agent to 


Treland who could be trusted he would re- 


port to them speedily that neither in chan- 
cery nor out of it was there a foot of land 
or a dollar in money to which they were en- 
titled. But if they send some conscience- 
less agent he will report back that the 
estate isin Ireland waiting forthem. Only, 
as there are some legal formalities which 
have to be gone through with, he will need 
about $1,500. That will be $10 per heir. 
They will send him the money, and when 
he has used it up in paying for living ex- 
penses he will report “ satisfactory prog- 
ress ’’ and ask for more. 


ARE FIRECRACKERS MUSICAL INSTRU- 
MENTS. 

The musical world and the manufact- 
urers of fireworks will divide interest with 
the general public in the Solomon-like prob- 
lem that confronts the Mayor of Massillon, 
O. If he decides in favor of the City Band 
firecrackers in Massillon must be recog- 
nized as legally constituted musical instru- 
ments. If he inclines to the views of the 
police firecrackers even in Massillon will 


retain their limited standing in the explosive _ 


domain, but if he straddles the issue the 
conclusion will be-inevitable that musical 
instruments at times descend to the plane 
of mere fireworks. 

The dilemma arises out of an incident at 
the last open air concert in the park. The 
band was playing in strict accordance with 
the provisions of a city ordinance. The 
evening entertainment was concluded with 
a performance of the national] hymn, 
“ America.” The leader of the band con- 
siders that “ America ”’ cannot be properly 
expressed in its most patriotic bars without 
the aid of pyrotechnies, and accordingly two 
of the musicians shot off firecrackers at the 
point in the score where it was written that 
firecrackers should appear. This was a 
stride in musical culture too much for the 
police, and with minds set on the ordinance 
that forbids firework displays in the park 
they brought the concertto an inharmonious 
end and swept the musicians away to the 
station house. The wheels of justice were 
clogged at once and refused to revolve 
around so knotty a point, and the issue will 
be in doubt until the Mayor gains courage 
enough to pronounce judgment.

GRIPMAN FAILS TO DROP THE CABLE 


In a Speech Befere the Douglas Club of 
the Town of Lake He Says the 
Democratic Party Is in Danger of a 
Worse Split than That on the Slav- 
ery Question — Opposes State Ac- 
tion on the Money Question. 

A. 8S. Trude spoke last night at a reception 
and entertainment given by the Douglas club 
of the Town of Lake, his subject being “* Life 
and Times of Stephen A. Douglas.”’ The 
reception was given in Butler’s Hall, Cloud 
court and State street. Mr. Trude’s remarks 
were leveled at the silver question, and were 
remarkable for the fact they run counter to 
the free silver ideas preached by Gov. 
Altgeld. 

After recounting the story of Douglas’ bat- 
tle for the bill establishing the two great ter- 
ritories\pf Kansas and Nebraska which left 
the question of slavery within that domain to 
Be decided by themsel es, and which nullified 
the compromise measure of 1820, Mr. Trude 
said Douglas made an issue of something that 
had slept thirty-four years, and upon which 
a Presidential campaign was made. 

Mr. Trude’s Address. 

Then taking up the silver question direct 
he said: 

‘** In 1860 the slave was property. In 1896 
gold and silver are property. Our fight is the 
same and our danger is the same. In the 
former year historians agree that the great 
Douglas forced an issue avoided by the two 
great parties, prior to the repeal of the Mis- 
souri compromise, and avoided by the Demo- 
cratic party up to 1860. Thus Douglas, by 
his own act, forced an issue which caused the 
delegates from six Southern States to secede 
and hold a convention at ‘Richmond, where 
Breckenridge was nominated, and the rest ad- 
journed to Baltimore, where Douglas was 
nominated, This split on the property (slav- 
ery) question resulted in Lincoln receiving 
180 electoral votes, Breckenridge 72, Doug- 
las 12, and Bell 39. . 

** Douglas by the act of 1854 selected the 
place where the great battle for freedom of 
the slave was fought; but the battlefield of 
Kansas and Nebraska became extended, so 
that in 1861 every State in the Union partici- 
pated in the conflict. Wise men and thought- 
ful statesmen have said that had it not been 
for the Act of 1854, of which Douglas was 
the progenitor, there would have been no war, 
and that slaves would now be property in the 
South, 

Property Issue Again. 

“Asin 1860, so in 1896, the property 
issue is, in my opinion, imprudently forced 
upon our party. No Republican State con- 
vention declared in favor of a single gold 
standard, and no Democratic State conven- 
tion—other than that of a silver-producin 
State—should go to that other extreme an 
peg in favor of free coinage at the ratio of 

to l, 

‘**This question should be remitted to the 
national convention, where, alone, a decision 
ean be effective. To precipitate a fight in our 
county and State conventions will destroy the 
prospects of our party for years tocome in the 
State, and if the fight is carried to the nation- 
al convention then history may repeat itself 


' and the split of Charleston on the slavery 


question will be tranquillity itself compared 
with the split in Chicago on the same subject 
—property. 

**Many of us who voted with the silver men 
at the last meeting of the Democratic com- 
mittee do not want a declaration on the money 
question of any kind in the county or State 
convention, believing it would result in ruin 
and disaster to our party in the county if not 
in the State: and to declare in favor of free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 would alienate bimetallist and gold 
Democrats alike, if not cause a bolt of, those 
whose love of money exceeds their devotion to 
party; and, indeed, there are many such in all 
parties 


Profit of the Mine-Owner. 


‘* At a convention of silver mine owners in 
Colorado, Wyoming, Montana, and Idaho, re- 
cently held in Salt Lake City, a resolution 
was adopted favoring the free coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratioof 25to1. And even this 
ratio would give them a fair profit. Those of 
the mine owners who favor 16 to 1, and noth- 
ing else, are a few great combine mine own- 
ers of the States referred to, and who are now 
millionaires and have their representatives in 
Congress and on the stump, in order to in- 
crease by legislation a condition of wealth al- 
read y fabulous. 

** For the first time in the history of this or 
any other nation, Federal authority is asked 
to coin silver and allow the seigaiorage (gain 
between the cost of bullion and the money as 
coined) to go to the corporations or persons 
owning the mines.

—the coinage of $40,000,000 per year—the 
mine owners would make about $19,000,000. 
No man that is conversant with the law and 
facts will contradict the statement that the 
‘bullion necessary to coin $40,000,000 at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 can today be bought for $21,- 
000,000. 

‘** T have asked many of my silver friends 
why we should extend to the silver mine own- 
ers such liberal treatment, and have requested 
a prediction as to the result of this bounty on 
the masses. No living man ever gave me a 
reply, but talked about the need of more 
money, etc., without revealing how the money 
is to reach the hand of the toiler unless he 
works for it. : 

No Reason for Discrimination. 


** Under the acts of 1853 and 1876, and by

Pre- 
paratory to ‘‘ doing business’’ Mr. Crowley 
took the precaution to close the office door. 
Both men repeated the assurances they had 
made on previous visits. On instructions 
from “ Mr. Willard” the manager stepped 
ouside to the cashier, secured two $10 bills, 
Treasury notes, one No. Z3,527,497, series 
of 1880: the other No. B2,908,342,series of 
1291, both of which had previously been 
privately marked by Cashier Martin and 
Clerk Seib. 

Mr. Arbogast came in a few steps ahead of 
Cashier Martin. Inside the private office 
Martin handed the bills to Mr. Arbogast, 
the latter immediately handing them to 
Crowley, who, in the presence of ‘* Mr. 
Willard,’’ Mr. Arbogast, and Mr. Martin, 
tucked them into a Western Union Tele- 
graph envelope, which he placed in his 
pocket. Cashier Martin waited at the door 
a mément for instructions as to what ac- 
count to charge the $20 to, but was dismissed 
by “Mr. Willard ”’ with the remark that he 
would attend toit. Both Wright and Casey 
then left, promising to ‘“‘ tip’’ the situation 
to the deputies working the Board of Trade 
Building next year should they not personal- 
ly be in charge of the assessment.

‘* No, sir,”” answered Mr. Wright. 

“Then you haven’t attended to your busi- 
ness,’ retorted Mr. Hepburn, “ Why haven’t 
you called there?’ 

‘* We haven't finished work there yet,”’ was 
the explanation.

Improper Care of the Insane. 

Chicago, May 13.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—An article in this morning’s issue calls 
attention to the improper care of the un- 
fortunates arfested as ins@he. Some years 
ago every insane person arrested was locked 
in the station without attention, and in 
many cases kept without change of clothing 
and in a filthy condition awaiting the action 
of the court to adjudge them insane. This 
treatment aggravated their trouble at the 
most critical period of the case, and in the 
name of humanity the Reform committee 
of the Woman’s club, under the leadership 
of Mrs. Helen Shedd, took the matter up, 
appealed to the County Board, secured peti- 
tions from physicians and others showing the 
inhumanity and danger of such treatment, 
and as a result of their action the present 
Detention Hospital was provided. The quar- 
ters were at first in the jail, but were re- 
moved when the present building was ereci- 
ed. The object was to care for the insane 
and those supposed to be insane as soon as 
arrested by putting them at once in the 
charge of competent physicians while await- 
ing the action of the County Judge. In 
many cases this prompt care, extended over 
a few weeks, was all that was needed for re- 
covery. 

If those arrested as insane are to be locked 
in station houses without care, of what earth- 
ly use is the Detention Hospital?It Had 
better be abolished and the expense’ saved 
the county, for the County Judge 
tries insane cases every Thursday. 
The Detention:: Hospital was for 
the “care and detention of those 
arrested as insane pending trial] cs to their 
insanity.’’ I cannot but believe the County 
Board will see the absurdity and cruelty of 
keeping these poor creatures for any period, 
even one day, in the station when the action 
of their predecessors has estabiished a 
proper place and proper treatment. A 
physician is supposed to ve constantly at 


the Detention Hospital to give immediate 


care, and there should be no commitment 
necessary. They should be sent there to be 
tended and cared for, to see if they are really 
insane and fit subjects for the asylum. This 
hospital was intended to take the place of a 
police station as far as the insane and sus- 


pected insane were concerned.

bilities in a building of this kind have aroused 
architects in Chicago and other cities to put 
their best ideas on paper. They have been 
given free lance in the general design. Some 

. restrictions are made necessary by the spe- 
cial needs of the bank, but the building, 
which will be an attractive feature of Chica- 
go, will be one of the finest of its kind in the 
world. 

The professional pride of the dozen indi- 
vidual architects and firms who have already 
entered the contest of design and of the many 
others who will enter before it is closed by 
President Mitchell, on May 26, will be staked 
on the result. 

It is generally iadmitted that the building 
will conform more closely to the one-story 
bank buildings in Philadelphia than to the 
Bank of England, combining in a measure 
the more lively outlines of the former with 
the solidity and stateliness of the latter. 

The problems offered the architects by the 
location, surrounded as it is by skyscrapers, 
are not small. It will take considerable 
artistic arrangement to make the new struct- 
ure fit into the general surroundings and 
maintain a good architectural effect. The 
competiters realize this, and are busy with 
preliminary plans from which will be evolved 
the building desig.ed by the bank officials 
to be a combination of beauty and utility.

RAILROAD FREIGHT WAR IMMINENT. 


Chicago Great Western Makes Sweep- 
ing Cuts on Rates Between Iowa 
Points and This City. 


Great consternation was caused among the 
Western roads yesterday that the Chicago 
Great Western had agzAn gone on the war- 
path and made a large reduction in rates 
on grain, flour, hay, salt, lime, cement, 
plaster, and stucco from all important sta- 
tions in Iowa to Chicago. This action, in 
addition to the reduction in rates between 
Chicago and St. Paul, announcement of 
which was made in THE TRIBUNE yesterday, 
Breatly aggravates the situation and makes 
@ general rate war almost a certainty. 

The reduction in the rates on grain, flour, 
etc., between Chicago and Iowa points is so 
great as to be bound to greatly help Chicago 
Merchants and shippers, who have long 
deen suffering from discrimination prac- 
ticed against them. The new rate on wheat 
and flour from Des Moines, for instance, is 


the rate heretofore. On flax and millet seed 
the rate is reduced from 22 cents to 14.89 
cents; on oats, rye, and barley from 19 cents 
to 12.23 cents; on corn from 19 cents to 12.23 
From all other points in Iowa the 
reductions are correspondingly large. 
How the Chicago Great Western came to 
decide upon the fractional cents in making 
the new rates is what puzzles the minds of 
officials of competing railroads, as it entails 
much additional labor in figuring out total 
amounts. 
’ The reason assigned by the Chicago Great 
Western for making the reduction is that 
for the last six months much of the Iowa 
business has been diverted to St. Louis and 
other Southwestern points, and Chicago has 
been gradually losing the business naturally 
tributary to it by the discriminative rates 
made by the roads having lines from Iowa 
to the South and Southwest. In order to 
have the business come to Chicago it found 
it necessary to reduce the rates. It did not 
think’ the other Chicago roads went far 
enough when they reduced the proportional 
rates in connection with the lake lines,

The weather has been fine but unseason- 
ably warm for a week, the mercury rising 
above 75° on several days. Complaints of 
lack of rain are heard on all sides, but the 
foliage of the trees and the verdure of the 
lawns and meadows show no sign of it.

Jubtilee Performance of “ Elijah.” 

The finest concert this week was the jubilee 
performance of Mendelssohn's “Elijah,”’ by 
the Queen’s Hall Choral Society. Mr. Sant- 
ley sang the part of the Prophet with incom- 
parable smoothness and splendid fire. The 
quartet was completed by Miss MacIntyre, 
Mme. Belle Cole, and Mr. Edward Lioyd. The 
chorus work was energetic. Sig. Randegger, 
the conductor, took some unusually rapid 
tempi. Herr Mottl'has also conducted a suc- 
cessful Wagner concert at Queen's Hall, 
giving portions of “ Das Rheingold” and 
“Die Walkiire,” with the support of a corps 
of German vocalists.

Minister Taylor was instructed from Wash- 
ington to insist on the suspension of the exe- 
cution of the Havana court-martial sen- 
tence. The Madrid Government assented to 
the sentence without a demur and tele- 
graphed the necessary peremptory orders 
to Gen. Weyler. ° 

Then the American, State Department 
made a new demand for a copy of the record 
of the court-martial proceedings and an in- 
sight into all the details of the case with a 
view to ascertain if the protocol of 1877 had 
been observed in committing American citi- 
zens to a summary and extraordinary court- 
martial. The text of the protocol left no 
room for argument on this point, the Madrid 
Cabinet admitted. 

Next, the Washington officials took steps 


to learn if proper guarantee of a fair trial 


bowed to the new project that his chief and 
his party introduced, though convinced that 
his own was more likely to produce the de- 
sired result of contradicting the separatists’ 
contention that Spain never sincerely intend- 
ed to satisfy autonomist aspirations of a 
majority of the Cubans. 


Liberals Side with Maura.

Sefior Maura would not go beyond just 
enough self-government to train and edu- 
cate the colony for further stages toward 
autonomy. His opinion is shared by a ma- 
jority of the Liberals, including Sagasta, 
Gamazo, Maret, and Abarazuza; but a strong 
democratic faction of the Liberal’ party, 
with Becerra, Balaguer, and Nunez d’Arce— 
each of whom has been Minister of the Col- 
onies within the last sixteen years—and 
Canalejas, who inspires Heraldo, a Madrid 
paper of wide circulation, are opposed to 
concessions during war, and even after- 
wards to any concessions likely to promote 
political autonomy and contribute to the 
political and cormmercial influence of the 
United States in the Spanish West Indies.

ON THE EVE OF THE CORONATION, 


Ceremonies of Crowning the Czar Will 
Begin on Monday. 

Moscow, May 16.—This old town is rapidly 
filling up with visitors from all parts of the 
world, who have come to witness the cere- 
monies attending the coronation of the Czar 
and Czarina, which will extend over a period 
of three weeks, beginning, according to pro- 
gram, with the arrival of their Majesties at 
the Petrovski Palace, outside the city, on 
Monday, and concluding with their depart- 
ure for St. Petersburg on June 7. 

The streets are filled with people of all 
nations and with delegations from all parts 
of Russia. 

The weather up to the present has been a 
little too cold to be pleasant, but a change is 
expected before the fétes begin. 

A question regarding the precedence of 
Prince Henry of Prussia, representing Em- 
peror William of Germany, and the Duke of 
Connaught, representing Queen Victoria, 
has been settled in favor of the latter. 

The American Legation is the center of 
attraction for the Americans here. The lat- 
ter are headed by Gen. A. D. McCook, rep- 
résenting President Cleveland, and the lega- 
tion has been his headquarters. The build- 
ing is well situated and affords a fine view 
of the boulevards. It is very handsomely 
decorated inside. 

The decorations of the Kremlin are about 
completed, the domes have been freshly 
gilded, and the richly tinted towers are most 
picturesque. The public is freely admitted 
and there is a constant procession of pilgrims 
to the Uspenski cathedral. 

A decree has been promulgated prohibit- 
ing during the fétes riding on horseback 
or on bicycles in the streets or boating on 
the river. This step was taken in view of 
the immense crowds of people expected here..

So far the American Government has in 
nowise recognized the Spanish contention 
that the American citizens were made pris- 
oners in the act of armed resistance against 
the Spanish coast guards. If they had been 
captured in arms they would be liable under 
the protocol of 1877 to be tried by an ordinary 
naval court-martial.

Insurgents 100,000 Strong.’ 


Trustworthy private advices from Havana 
show that the insurgents are 100,000 strong 
and that 70,000 well armed men are scouring 
the whole country outside the garrisoned 
towns. : ; 

The distress of all classes is becoming 
worse daily. Six thousand persons, chiefly 
of the upper and middle classes, emigrated 
in ten weeks, Most of the planters are in 
debt deeply. 

No progress is made in the military opera- 
tions, as the Cuban leaders merely hold on 
to wear out the imperial resources. The 
American Legation applied for this week and 
obtained an exequatur form the Spanish 
Government for Consul General Lee. 

An official notice sent to all the Madrid 
newspapers reads: 

‘* Minister Dupuy de Lome presented notes 
on May 9 and 11 complaining that filibuster 
expeditions were allowed to start on the 
steamers Bermuda and Laurada. He re- 
ceived from the State Department at Wash- 
ington an Official notice promising a prompt 
investigation and the dismissal of all the 
Federal authorities guilty of negligence, 
which proves the care and consistency with 
which the American Government endeavors 
to fulfill its international obligations.” 

I have had an interesting conversation with 
Sefior Maura, author of the first Cuban re- 
form bill of 1893, when he was Minister of the 
Colonies in the Sagasta Liberal Cabinet and 
resigned because many members of his own 
party and the Conservative opposition ab- 
solutely resisted his project on the ground 
that it made too much concession to the 
Cuban autonomists. He was succeeded by 
Abarzuza, whose less liberal measures were 
adopted by all the Spanish parties in the 
Cortes on the eve of the rebellion, when 
every mail was bringing tidings more alarm- 
ing concerning the growth of the conspir- 
acy. ‘ 
sain says the Cuban separatists have 
been conspiring constantly since 1880, and 
more so since 1890. He admits that every 
mail brovght news of a separatist propa- 
ganda, but he believes firmly the reforms, if 
they did not extinguish the conspiracy, at 
least would have won over a majority of the 
creoles and increased the attachment of 
the autonomists to the.mother country.

at Havana, also requesting the President 
for the recent diplomatic correspondence 
with Spain on this subject. 

Mr. Morgan in his speech said the proxim- 
ity of the island to United States shores, 
United States commercial relations with 
the Cubans, the American ownership of 
much property there, the actual residence 
of many Americans there, etc., ‘‘ allcombine 
to compel us to examine into the conditions 
existing in Cuba, and to determine for our- 
selves whether a state of war or a state of 
peace exists.” 

He spoke of the impatience of American 
people in witnessing the painful occurrences 
in Cuba, while the government measured 
the losses by dollars and submitted claims 
for compensation for individual losses. A 
great civil conflict had waged In Cuba since 
the fall of 1894, he said, and had increased 
with startling magnitude, until 150,000 
Spanish troops were in the field. Yet upona 
denial of these self-evident facts rests the 
position of Spain that the United States 
must not recognize.a condition of war as 
existing. 

Morgan sald the flagrant conditions exist- 
ing’ might escape the attention of those in 
authority, yet it must shock the world that 
a diplomatic fallacy permits the assertion 
that no war exists. This diplomatic fallacy 
is sustained by the assertion that the Cubans 
have no forts, when the wise generalship of 
the Cubans kept them from ‘concentrating 
in forts. It also was sustained by the state- 
ment that the Cubans had no fleet and no 
seaports, when it was evident that, these 
could be maintained only by heavy artillery 
and equipments not possessed to the insur- 
gents. vies 

These, said the Senator, were the asser-

More Troops Needed for Cuba. 


He now remarks, not without a touch of 
that humor which he seems to have acquired 
from long residence in this country, that his 
government had warned him not to pay atten- 
tion to disquieting dispatches in the press, 
as it. would keep him fully advised on all 
points, This particular dispatch about the 
action of the Spanish Cabinet is contrary, 
he adds, to all information and to the tenor 
of the Queen’s speech. 

The European impression of the Queen's 
speech to the Cortes seems to have been 
very much what it was here—an impression 
of despair. The Queen arid her advisers 
meant, of course, to give no such impression, 
Probably they do not despair or do not admit 
themselves that they despair of subduing 
the insurrection in Cuba. But they know bet- 
ter than anybody else the stress of the situa- 
tion, both military and financial. There 
comes a fresh statement this morning that 
either 40,000 or 60,000 more troops are to be 
sent to Cuba in September. Where the 
money is to come from to pay the cost of this 
new expedition is not stated. It need not 
be doubted that it will be found somehow, 
but the sacrifices Spain is making in order 
to maintain her sovereignty over Cuba are 
enormous. When Gen. Weyler superseded 
Gen. Martinez Campos it seems to have been 
really believed that he would beat the rebels 
berore the hot weather and the yellow-fever 
came. Now the. war seems to be postponed 
till autumn or postponed indefinitely. I say 
indefinitely, because the private testimony 
of those who have seen with their own eyes 
the condition of things in the island, and 
who aré competent judges, is not favorable 
to the restoration of Spanish rule. 
think, or many of them do, that the island 
is probably lost to Spain, and they also think 
that if the Cubans win the island is ruined. 
It isa dismal prospe?t cither way. 

German Distrust of Great Britain. 


It seems settled, or almost settled, that the 
German Emperor is not going this summer 
to England. He yields for once to German 
public opinion, and probably also to advjces 
from England. The matter is one of more 
importance than appears on its face. The 
exasperation in Engiand against the Kaiser 
has notdiedaway. The English people have 
never forgiven him for his.telegram to Presi- 
dent Kuger of congratulation on the defeat 
of the Jameson raid. The Germans have 
never forgiven the English for not forgiv- 
ing their Emperor, or for thelr outburst of. 
anger and their manifest readiness and 
eagerness for war with Germany, 

A spark would set this smouldering feel- 
ing aflame.on both sides. If the Emperor 
paid his visit he would not indeed go to Lon- 
don, but to Cowes, and as he would be afloat 
most of the time or visiting his grandmother 
at Osborne there might seem  ~no 
great opportunity for any popular 
demonstration against him. Still it 
would not need a multitude to do mis- 
chief. A single voice raised in the streets of 
Paris when the Emperor of Russia passed 
was sufficient to anger all Russia. If Flo- 
quette’s cry of long live Poland sounded so 
sll in the ear of the Czar and came so near 
producing a disaster, what might not happen 
should a too impulsive Briton shout long live 
Alsace when the German Kaiser was pa3s- 
ing? 

' Pence Guarantees Are Needed. 

The press of Berlin has madé it plain that 
an imperial visit this summer to England 
would be thought a humiliation. Perhaps 
the Emperor himself things so. Itis in any 
case of great moment that nothing should 
oceur to disturb such friendship as there s 
between Germany and England. It is a 
friendship of Cabinets or governments, not 
of the two peoples. It rests on policy, not 
on affection. It is, however, one great guar- 
antee for peace and the coming summer in 
Europe promises to be one when all avail- 
able guarantees for peace will be needed. 

With England on the side of the triple al- 
liance and giving to that alliance her moral 
and political support, Russia will be slow to 
commit herself to any policy leading in- 
evitably or even probably, to a collision. 
France is absolutely dependent on Russia. 
The balance of power, now heavy on the side 
of the triple alliance, would be disturbed, 
if not upset, should anything happen to 
alienate England or to make it more difficult 
for her to preserve her present attitude of 
benevolence. Hence it is that European 
diplomatists and statesmen have thought 
this proposed yachting visit of the German 
Emperor to Cowes a matter of state and that 
his decision to stay at home is felt to bea 
relief. 

Troubles in the Transvaal. 


The oppostion in England are making what 
capital they can for their own party out of 
English troubles in the Transvaal. Sir Will- 
iam Harcourt, who led the attack on the 
government last week in the House of'Com- 
mons, is reported now as saying that Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes ought to have been struck off 
the rolls of the Privy Council, It is improb- 
able that he saidthis. It is not the custom in 
England to condemn men without a hearing, 
and Mr. Rhodes has not been heard, nor, 
indeed, has he been legally accused of any- 
thing. Still, the antagonism between Sir 
Willlam Harcourt and Mr. Rhodes is very 
strong. Sir William might almost be called 
the real head of the Little England party. 
Mr. Rhodes has been foremost among the 


imperialists, and what he has done aforetime | 


in South Africa is a very splendid example 
of imperialism in its high sense. 

Now that he has made a deplorable mis- 
take, Sir William seizes the opportunity to 
crush himifhecan. All the Transvaal news 
this week, however, is uncertain or confused, 
and much of it comes ina very roundabout 
way. There was a story via London and 
Berlin that President Kruger had declared 
he would not commute the death sentence 
till Mr. Rhodes had been turned out of 
Africa. The story is creditable only on the 
supposition that this hard-headed old gentle- 
man has taken leave of his senses. 


Interest Centers in Kruger. 


An English Government which allowed 
any foreign government to issue an edict 
banishing an English subject from English 
territory would be short-lived. There is, 
however, a delay in the matter which is not 
easily explairable, except on the theory that 
the President wants to drive a hard bar- 
gain, as he probably does. All that we know 

ositively is that the prisoners will not be 

anged. I doubt whether either English or 
American opinion would suffer any other 
very severe sentence to be carried out 
eat — zone’ are rumors of impris- 
onmen rom five to twent ears, eithe 
of which would be wuesesren . 

For once, whatever the Jingoes may say, 
and whether they like it or not, we find our- 
selves in the same boat with the English. 
We cannot look on, idly while Mr. Hammond 
fs in the power of President Kruger andina 
Boer prison. We have secured his safety— 
that is, his life—but that is all. Our State 
Department is acting through or in con- 
junction with the Colonial Office in London, 
and whatever his American enemies may 
think of Mr. Chamberlain they at least 
know him as a Minister who is not likely to 
give any points away.

EMPEROR WILLIAM SAYS POLITICS 
IS NO CONCERN OF THEIRS. 


Telegram to Dr. Stoecker Arouses 
Preachers, Both Protestant and 
Catholic—Peace Jubilee Celebrated 
Throughout Germany — Emperor 
William Will Not Enter the Meteor 
for America’s Cup—Conservatives 
Want Triennial Military Service. 


Berlin, May 16.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
Associated Press.J—-The German clergy, 
Protestant and Catholic, are thoroughly 


iam’s telegram to Geheimrath Hinzpter, re- 
garding Dr. Stoecker, the ex-Court Chaplain 
and Christian Socialist leader, which was 
published with his Majesty’s consent. This 
message was almost brutally brusque and 


read: 

“The clergy must not meddle with poli- 
tics because it is no concern of theirs,” 

This angered the clergymen, and the whole 
clerical press has been expressing indigna- 
tion. Dr. Stoecker has made an outspoken 
reply in his organ, the Evangelical Church 
Gazette, in which he says that the Emperor, 
when still Prince William, himself char- 
acterized the Christian-Social activity of the 
clergy as a means of vanquishing socialism. 
Dr. Stoecker added: 

“Since Christian-Social thought was 
tabooed in Berlin, socialism reigns politically 
there. As I have begun, so shall I continue. 
I leave the end to God.” 

Two of the leading clerical organs, the 
Reichsbote and the Volk, severely condemn 
and deplore the publication of the telegram, 
classing it as ‘inconsiderate ” and * un- 
just,” and pointing out that clergymen, by 
the constitution, are granted the same rights 


as other citizens. 

The Roman Catholic organs, Germania 
and the Cologne Volks Zeitung, publish ar- 
ticles of a similar tone. The Socialist press 
denounces the telegram as imperial inter- 
ference with constitutional rights, and in 
various parts of Germany clerical synods 
have taken pains to express confidence in Dr. 
Stoecker and his methods, and severely 
criticise his Majesty's telegram. 

Peace Jubilee Is Celebrated, 

Farly in the week the peace jubilee was 
celebrated. throughout Germany. Besides 
the fétes at Frankfort there were elaborate 
fétes of a semi-military character at Dres- 
den, Darmstadt, and Hanover, and a vast 
festival in this city, organized by the veter- 
ans of the wars, of whom 7,000 marched in 
procession, 

The jubilee was kept generally in Bavaria, 
especiaily at Munich, Nuremberg, and Augs- 
berg. Twenty thousand school children pa- 
raded at Munich and were. reviewed by 
Prince Regent Luitpold. 

It was remarked, however, that the fétes 
in Bavaria were strictly of a Bavarian char- 
acter, that only Bavarian flags were dis- 
played, that neither the Emperor nor Prince 
Bismarck was referred to in the orations, 
and that no reference to Germany or the 
German army was permitted. The official 
censorship, exercising its rights, eliminated 
everything from the submitted speeches re- 
ferring to the nation generally. 

Treason in the Emperor’s Hearing. 

Several of the persons arrested at frank- 
fort on the charge of lese majeste made in- 
criminating remarks in close proximity to 
and even within hearing of the Emperor 
during the unveiling there on Sunday last of 
the monument erected to the memory of 
Emperor William IL. 

Méteor Will Net Race with Valkyrie. 

The report that Emperor William intended 
to challenge for the America’s cupif his new 
yacht Meteor turned out to be faster than 
Valkyrie III. was investigated by the Eu- 
ropean manager of the Associated Press. A 
dispatch was sent direct to his Majesty at 
Primkenau, Silesia, where the Emperor and 
Empress were visiting Prince Guenther of 
Schieswig-Holstein, his Majesty’s brother- 
in-law. The dispatch read: ** To His Im- 
perial Majesty, the Emperor of Germany, 
Primkenau: As’ European manager of the 
Associated Press, representing the leading 
papers throughout the United States and 
Canada, I venture to ask if the published 
report that your Majesty would challenge 
for the America’s cup with Meteor is true? 
The rumor causes the greatest interest in 
America.”’ 

The following reply was sent to London: 
“Walter Neef, European Manager Associ- 
ated Press, London, England: The report 
that his Majesty would challenge for the 
America’s cup is erroneous, as Meteor will 
only sail in European waters.

Want Triennial Military Service. 

In connection with the bill to reorganize 
the fourth battalions of infantry regiments 
the conservative and military parties have 
begun an agitation for the abolition of the bi- 
ennial military service and forarevival of the 
triennial. The Kreuz Zeitung (the military 
weekly) is leading the agitation in the press. 
According to the present law the biennial 
service is only an experiment, and ends 
April 1, 1897, unless specifically extended by 
a new law. Asa countercheck to this move- 
ment the Radicals in the Reichstag have re- 
solved to add a paragraph to the fourth 
battalion bill, making the biennial service 
permanent. An interesting and sensational 
debate will be the consequence, as the 
Centrists mainly side with the Radicals in 
this matter. 


Agitation for a Larger Navy. 

The agitation for a larger navy has been 
renewed. Lectures are delivered in different 
perts of the country, under thé auspices of 
the Alledeutsch Verbund, to promote the 
movement. 


Clever Railroad Swindlers. 

The trial of the band of fifteen fraudulent 
railroad employés and ticket swindlers of 
Frankfort is expected to conclude today. 
The gang, it was shown during the testimony 
taken, has been operating for several years 
on a number of Prussian, Alsatian, and Hes- 
Sian roads. The frauds are estimated to 
aggregate 1,500,000 marks, and it is said that 
the prisoners dead-headed thousands of pas- 
sengers for a consideration given them with 
tickets which had previously been used. The 
chief police spy in the case is understood to 
be a habitual criminal, who has spent years 
in prison. 

Refuses the Court Reform Law. 

The rejection by the Diet of the assessor 
paragraph by which the Prussian Govern- 
ment sought to exclude all liberal elements 
from the judgeships will induce the govern- 
ment to withdraw the whole of the court 
reform law, they declining to accept the bill 
in its present liberal shape. 


Wissel Arrested for Perjury. 

Herr Wissel, an ex-member of the Reichs- 
tag and Diet and an intimate friend of 
Eugene Richter, has beeh arrested on the 
charge of perjury. 

Two Expositions Opened. 

Two German provincial expositions were 
opened this week, the Bavarian State Ex- 
position at Nuremberg and the Marine Ex- 
position at Kiel. Both exhibitions are large 
and attractive.

There is, however, a surprise 
in store for them. 

This is the exhibition of pictures by Ed- 
ward F.. Ertz, which will be opened, at Thur- 
ber’s galleries tomorrow. Mr. Ertz, “ a Chi- 
cago boy,”’ who has won an enviabie place in 
the art world abroad, is home from Paris for 
& brief visit. He has brought with him 
about sixty specimens of his work, paint- 
ings, sketches, studies, and drawings, in oils, 
water colors, crayon, pencil, etchings, and 
“ monotyvves.”’ It may. be said that every 
one of these varied works from the hand of 
Mr. Ertz is a thing ef beauty, Besides 
showing the great versatility of the artist, 
this little exhibition enables the beholder to 
see at once his power, breadth, and grasp. 

Mr. Ertz was born in Chicago, received his 
early schooling here, and worked here fora 
time as an engraver and illustrator. Then 
he drifted eastward and worked for two 
years In New York on the staff of the Cent- 
ury magazine. For the last eight years he 
has lived and worked in Paris, where he has 
come to be one of the most successful of the 
younger American artists. 

Hie has exhibited in the Champ de Mars 
Saion every year. He has won prizes and 
medals and other honors. He is now head 
professor of painting in water colors at the 
Delécluse Academy, where he is associated 
with such world-famed painters as Lher- 
mitte, Delance, Delécluse, Cazin, and Puvis 
de Chavanne. Mr. Ertzis ona vacation. He 
will return to his work in Paris early next 
month. 

The present collection of his work is his 
first exhibition in Chicago. It would be 
highly interesting for that reason alone, but 
it is far more interesting because of the 
merit of the productions it contains. Mr. 
Eriz had one picture at the.World’s Fair. It 
was a good piece of work, but gave no idea 
of the artist’s versatility. This exhibition 
shows him to be a careful draftsman, a 
strong colorist, a poetic interpreter of nature 
and of human life, and a thorough artist, 
equally at home in the use of oils, aduarelle, 
or black and white. Every piece he shows, 
whether finished picture or merest sketch, 
tells one unmistakably here is an artist who 
ic above his implements, a man who thinks 
and who gives his thought to the world with 
a rare mastery of expression. 

In his painting of the figure Mr. Ertz 
evinces right feeling for tactile values and 
no little grasp of the difficult problem of 
movement. Whether his picture is the 
countenance of a beautiful woman or the 
wrinkled face and bent form of an old beg- 
gar, he expresses boldly and plainly the in- 
most character of his subject. In his land- 
scapes he is a poet of light. He fills them 
with the warmth of the sun and glories in 
radiant, quivering atmospheric effects. He 
combines landscapes and figures, goo, witha 
nicety and a simplicity both convfmcing and 
charming. 

Perhaps the most important picture he 
shows” is one of these combinations of fic- 
ure with landscape. ‘“‘ Sunny Spring—Chil- 
dren Bathing,’”’ it is called, and it shows 
three small children at the side of a tiny 
stream enjoins their freedom from clothes 
and the prdspect of the water's cool re- 
freshment. The figures of the chubby chil- 
dren are exquisitely modeled, and the stretch 
of meadow land beyond them glows with 
the light and heat of the noonday sun. 

‘* Meditation’ is a life-size portrait of 
an old and wrinkled woman in a shabby 
gown of black. It is one of the strongest 
character studies the artist shows. Another 
good character sketch, a strikingly different 
subject, showing the head of a pretty bru- 
nette, with flashing eyes, is called simply 
*“ Antoinette.”’ 

One of the most pleasing of the landscapes 
is the *‘ Last Ray of Sunlight,’’ a clump of 
poplar trees in a roliing pasture land, the 
tree-tops aglow with light and the ground in 
shadow. There is a glimpse of a village 
én the distant hillside, and over it the charm 
of hazy afterglow.

of fine, rich color. ‘ Petite Bretagne” 
shows a bit of rich green pasture at the edge 
of.a thicket. There is a set of beautiful 
little pictures of the dreamy region of 
picturesque Chartres. “Sunset at Toledo ”’ 
is richly luminous with orange lights and 
purple shadows. 

Thus fortheoils. In water colors Mr. Ertz 
exhibits fine descriptions of French and 
English pastures and woodlands, Spanish 
street scenes, and virile, truthful interpreta- 
tions of humble and vagabond life. He 
shows also cne or two highly finished pencil 
drawings, the ‘‘ Head of an Old Man ”’ being 
particularly strong. Two or three etchings 
show the painter’s understanding of the 
needle, and in the monochromes he exhibits 
some surprisingly naive results. 

The drawing reproduced herewith was 
made for TuHp TRIBUNE by Mr. Ertz froma 
water color study, shown in the present ex- 
hibition of the Fountain at Toledo, Spain. 
From this study he painted a larger water 
color, which is at present in the annual exhi- 
bition of Amiens, France. 

How long he will remain in Paris Mr. Ertz 
does not know. He wishes and intends to 
return to America soon and to make this his 
permanent home. ‘

Thoulow. 

Then he will go to Paris, and enter one of 
the leading schools of painting, where he will 
study and work for five on six months. He 
hopes to bring back some good work for ex- 
hibition upon his return,

WOMEN RING UP NICKELS. 


THEY OPERATE THE ROCKFORD 
STREET RAILWAY CARS, 


Members of the Union Aid Society 
Serve as Condactors on the Trolley 
Lines and Turn in the Day’s Re- 
ceipts to the Charity Fund—Illinois 
Women Inaugurate a Novel Method 
of Raising Money for the Poor— 
Cars Move on Time, 

Rockford, Ill, May 16.—[Special,]—This 
was Woman's day in Rockford. Early this 
morning the members of the Ladies’ Unton 
Aid Society took charge of the business of 
the City railway company and operated it 


all day. Women served as conductors and 


cashiers, and Superintendent and Manager. 
“ Tired, but supremely happy,’’ was the ver- 
dict when night came. The weather during 
the forenoon was‘ most forbidding, showers 
being frequent, but nevertheless the day was 
a great success, and the worthy society 
which manipulated the railway system 
for sweet charity’s sake will be richly re- 
warded for its efforts, 

The day was a veritable holiday, and all 
the afternoon and the greater part of the 
evening the streets were thronged. The 
stores were in holiday attire, and every one 
took a deep interest in the unique affair. 
The first shift of conductors reported for 
duty this morning at 5:40 0’clock with heavy 
hearts. A dismal day wa? foreboded, sbut 
the women plucked up their rourage and 
took the first cars outinadrivingrain. The 
cars, on a number of which the night had 
been spent in arranging the decorations, 
soon looked dirty and bedraggled, but the 
merchants supplied new bunting when the 
rain ceased. 

Soon after the noon hour it became evident 
the women had struck a good thing. Every 
car that traversed the line was so crowded 
that standing room was scarce. The com- 
pany pressed every car into service, and 
fully twenty specials were operated. These 
last were engaged by merchants and busi- 
ness-men for advertising purposes. Most of 
them were handsomely decorated, and the 
rivalry brought out some unique designs. 


Women Do All the Work. 

On each of the open cars it required three 
women to collect the fares. The company 
supplied its regular conductors, but they did 
no work except to look out for accidents 
and assist in seeing that no passenger es- 
caped without paying his fare. The women 
did not attempt to take the places of the 
motoneers, but those who served as conduc- 
tors disclaimed any assistance from the 
regular help, even.to manipulating the trolley 
pole when it jumped the wire. . 

The street car company’s oifice was the hub 
today. There Mrs. H. N. Starr, President 
of the Ladies’ Union Aid Society, who acted 
as general manager of the day, and Miss 
Frances Todd, the cashier, established their 
headquarters. Five thousand tickets had pre- 
viously been disposed of by private sale, but 
business at the headquarters became so brisk 
additional cashier@ were brought into 
service. Tricks were played a-plenty, but 
in the majority of instances the women only 
smiled sweetly at the kickers, who did not 
receive the right change. Superintendent 


ellis of the City railway company was one 


of the early passengers and he was promptly 
assessed a dollar for his first trip. Mr. Ellis 
was a marked man thereafter and he kept 
pretty close to his officeall day. A motoneer 
was sent out by the Superintendent to do 
some extra .work at another point. The 
motoneer was broke and could not pay his 
fare and the conductor promptly pulled the 
bell and ejected him. 

The elements prevented the numerous pic- 
nic parties planned for the day, Kence trolley 
parties during the afternoon were more 
numerous than was expected, 


Eyes Open for Big Fares. 


Not a single matron or maid who wore the 
red badge of the conductors shirked -her 
duties. They had an. eye out for the so- 
ciety’s treasury all the time, and many a 
half dollar and quarter did they ring up for 
a single fare. The indicator was hard 
worked allday. The regular attachés of the 
company’s office smiled, but said not a word 
when they inspected the trip slips. These 
were made out each trip, as is required of the 
regular conductors, and most of them were 
wonderfully and fearfully constructed. Not 
a deadhead ticket made its appearance, as 
the women had threatened to hold up the 
offender to the scorn of all the other pas- 
sengers. Every policeman who ventured 
upon a«ar was promptly assessed a nickel, 
and more if he did not have the change. 
Though they had to pay for it, the policemen 
rendered material assistance to the women 
during the day, although the latter will not 
admit it. 

Harlem Park, a popular summer resort, 
had its opening on this occasion, and many 
people were carried thither. The majority, 
however, made trips around the system, 
patronizing every line. Numerous parties 
were organized by merchants for their 
special cars, and several of t@s big indus- 
tries of the gity provided their employés 
with tickets. 

One woman made a hit by politely assist- 
ing every gentleman on and off her.car. 
This was quickly noised about, and her car 
was crowded every trip. The others noticed 
itand quickly followed her example. Not an 
accident of the sligest character occurred. 
The cars ran almost on time, and Jater in the 
day, as the women became familiar with 
their work, were not a minute behind. 


Scenes in the Evening, 


The business thoroughfares presented a 
pretty scene this evening. The cars bore 
variously colored electric lights and were 
packed on every trip. The young people 
were in evidence in dozens of parties and 
traveled every foot of the line. There were 
also various attractions to draw the people 
to different parts of thecity. The Germania 
Orchestra gave a concert at Harlem Park, 
the Royal Band gave a concert on the East 
Side, and the Golden Eagle Band a concert 
on the West Side. Another attraction wasa 
young ladies’ bicycle race around the pave- 
ment. The last shift of conductors re- 
mained until the final trip of the cars, it be- 
ing midnight when they finished their la- 
»0rs. 

The receipts could not very. well be esti- 
mated tonight, owing to the number of out- 
side reports yet to come in. The company 
deducted only its running expenses, and as 
a result of the day’s work the Aid Society will 
be enabled to greatly widen its field of chari- 
table work this winter and meet all out- 
standing obligations.

To the Workingman It ‘Is an Aid in 


Many Ways—Things Which Cyclists 
Carry on Their Bikes—What Phy- 
sicians and Others Say of Its Use 
as a Baby Carriage—Package De- 
liverers, Rolling Chatrs, and Other 
Developments. 


The vehicles of the future, say those who 
ought to know, are the horseless carriage 
and the bicycle.

ENGLAND DECLARES WAR AND AT- 
TACKS UNCLE SAM’S CHIEF CITY. 


Venezuela Boundary Line Is the Cause 
—British Gunboats Enter Through 
the Welland Canal—Uncle Sam Is 
Surprised—City Will Not Surrender 
—Citizens Assemble on the Lake- 
Front to Aid in the Defense—How 
the City Is Finally Saved, 

The particulars of the scheme by which 
Great Britain smuggled two formidable iron- 
clads of comparatively light draft into the 
great lakes in the latter part of April, 1897, 
are so well known as hardly to need recapitu- 
lation. Everybody knows how the British

States and Canada. It was not until the 
hostile ships were well up Lake Huron that 
their presence in neutral waters Was sus- 
pected. Hasty preparations then were made 
by Uncle Sam to dispute their passage 
through the Straits of Mackinac, but before 
the abandoned fort on Mackinac Island 
could be put in fighting trim it was too late, 
and the British gunboats passed their last 
obstruction with ridiculous ease, flying the 
union jack and throwing a contemptuous 
shot into the impotent fortification as they 
steamed by. 

It will be remembered how Great Britain, 
while these events were taking place, sud- 
denly assumed a belligerent tone in the mat- 
terofthe Venezuela boundary line, and on re- 
ceipt of an indignant and menacing dispatch 
from the United States authorities recalled 
the British Minister from Washington and 
at once declared war. 

By this time the country was in a ferment. 
It was seen that the destination of the for- 
eign ironclads was Chicago, but it was too 
late to head them Off. It was even too late 
to destroy the Welland Canal. It bristled 
with Canadian bayonets and hastily erected 
fortifications along its whole length as if by 
magic, and the presence of English ironclads 
in the neighborhood of New York City and 
Boston warned Uncle Sam that business of 
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greater immediate importance than the de- 
the Welland Canal demanded 
his earnest attention. 


Chicago Refuses to Surrender. 


Thus it happened that when the two hostile 
gunboats made their appearance in front of 
Chicago on the morning of May 7 they found 
the city ill prepared for defense. A line of 
impromptu earthworks had been hurriedly 
thrown up along the Lake-Front Park, care 
being taken not to disturb the Illinois Central 
right of way, and all the cannon that the 
sorely perplexed authorities at Washington 
could be prevailed upon to send to Chicago 
were instantly placed in position. 

Gov. ‘Tanner, instead of remaining in 
Springfield and snarling at the General Gov- 
ernment, as his predecessor would have 
done, for coming to the defense of Chicago, 
came promptly to the scene himself and co- 
operated with the authorities, military and 
civil, in all the preparations for the defense 
of the city. 

There was no thought of surrender. The 
women and children who could get away 
went into the country, but the men and boys 
of fighting age remained behind, and from 
every fiagpole in the city floated the Star- 
Spangled Banner. 

Within twenty-four hours after the pres- 
ence of the enemy’s gunboats in American 
waters was ascertained a battery of artil- 
lery under the command of Capt. John Finer- 
ty was ready for service and lacked only the 
artillery to be in complete fighting trim. 

The demand for the surrender of the city 
met with an instant and contemptuous re- 
fusal, and early on the morning of May 8 the 
ironclads opened fire on Chicago. 


Chicago Under Fire. 


The first shot struck the ancient ruin at 
the foot of Lake street used by the Illinois 
Central as a railway depot, and materially 
improved the looks of it. 

It was answered by a discharge from the 
shore batteries that failed, so far as could be 
seen, to inflict the slightest damage on the 
pe Most if not all of the shots fell far 
short. 

A steel shell from a six-inch gun plowed 
its way through the Masonic Temple. 

Another struck the Auditorium tower, and 
Prof. Garriott came down and left the 
weather to run itself. 

A bomb destroyed the Columbus statue on 
the lake front, and a mighty cheer rose from 
10,000 throats. 

The skyscrapers offered the fairest marks 
and at ‘the end of the first day’s bombard- 
ment most of them were deserted by their 
occupants. 

All through that terrible day Mr. Yerkes 
was here, there, and everywhere along his 
lines of railway, encouraging the faint- 
hearted, personally superintending the werk 
of keeping his tracks clear, and in many 
cases collecting fares himself. 

Fires were blazing in a hundred places, 
but the active exertions of the firemen, aided 
by citizens, prevented a general conflagra- 
tion, and on the morning of the second day 
Chicago still presented an undaunted front 
to the foe. 

Thus far the British gunboats, with what 
seemed an unaccountable oversight, had re- 
frained from destroying the cribs and thus 
placing the city completely at their mercy 
by shutting off its water supply. : 

Now, however, as if the idea had for the 
first time occurred to the commanders, they 
opened fire on the four-mile crib. 

In ten minutes it was in ruins. 

At the shore end of the tunnel the defend- 
ers of the city during the night had thrown 
up a formidable earthwork. 

Here was concentrated the entire fighting 
strength of the city. 

Flags floated from the top of the embank- 
ment, the guns kept up a ceaseless but ap- 
parently useless fire on the ironclads, and 
every discharge from the enemy’s guns was 
answered by a yell of defiance.

The old mathe 
ing merely emitted a groan: and went on 
cracking and sinking, as before. 

A shell exploded in the City Hall Building, 
and the city hastily moved out of it. 

These were mere incidents, however. 
Straight toward the shore end of the four- 
mile tunnel came the ironclads. 

Suddenly the firing from the shore bBat- 
teries ceased and every voice was hushed. 

The ships were within two miles of the 
shore and directly between the center of the 
embankment and the ruined crib, approach- 
ing in single file. 

A sharp crack of a pistol sounded, and a 
muffied explosion that shook the earth in- 
stantly followed. 

Five hundred tons of dynamite that had 
been secretly conveyed in watertight pack- 
ages to a point in the tunnel about two miles 
from the shore end had been exploded by 
means of electricity. 


In the midst of a column of water that rose. 


hundreds of feet in the air the broken 
and mangled fragments of two stately. iron- 
clads soared skyward, and the bombard- 
ment of Chicago Was over. 

A costly tunnel was ruined, but Chicago 
pluck and ingenuity had saved the city. 


ROCKEFELLER, AMERICA’S RICHEST MAN 


Has an Income of $35,000,000—Stand- 
ard Oil Alone Pays Him $11,600,000 
a Year, or $1,328 an Hour. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May, 9.—Attention is once 
more directed to the enormous profits of the 
Standard Oil trust by its operations in Bos- 
ton and New York gas stocks and the an- 
nouncement of the liquidating trustees that 
they have divided a sum equal to $3 per 
share anda further sum equal to $7 per 
share, payable June 15. 

The capital.stock of the trust is $100,000,- 
000, divided into shares of $100 each. There 
are 27,000 shares still in the treasury, and 
of the outstanding shares John D. Rocke- 
feller, the President, owns 400,000, with a 
par value of $40,000,000, but with a market 
value of $100,000,000. | 

Mr. Rockefeller’s share of the usual quar- 
terly dividends this year will be $11,600,000, 
or $31,868 for every day in the year, includ- 
ing Sunday, which means $1,328 for every 
hour of the day. 

These figures represent Mr. Rockefeller’s 
income from one source. It does not include 
the returns from probably hundreds of 
other rich pickings built upon Standard 
earnings of former years. 

Seven years ago his regular income was 
estimated at $20,000,000 a year, making him 
the richest man in the United States, or per- 
haps in the whole world. This was nearly 
three times the income paid by the Bank of 
England in 1892 to all its stockholders, but 
this. the greatest financial institution on 
earth, has been in operation for two cen- 
turies. 

The Standard. Oil combination has been 
in existence only twenty-six years, start- 
ing with a capital of $1,000,000, with the 
Rockefeller refinery at Cleveland as the 
basis. Mr. Rockefeller’s annual income is 
now placed at about $35,000,000 or $40,000,- 
000. He is credited a Panne? desire to be- 
come the world’s first billionaire. . 

The Standard is understood to have just 
secured control of the Bay State Gas com- 
pany, which this week has acquired control 
of the Brookline Gas company, paying 


_$5,000,000 to Henry H. Rogers, also a Stand- 


ard Of} man. He is — to have cleared 

1,000,000 by the transaction.

Dr. Balkansky Discourses on 
Parks and Boulevards. . 


BOODLE PLACED UNDER BAN 


Lecturer Pays Tribute to the Wisdom 
of Aldermen. 


PLEASANT WORDS FOR YERKES, 


According to a Sandwich Islands corre- 
spondent, Dr. Alexis Balkansky, the eminent 
lecturer on political and social science, whu 
recently arrived there from Chicago, is creai- 
ing interest by a lecture he is delivering on 
his impressions of this city. He advertises 
the lecture under the title: ‘‘ Chicago; the 
Dream City.” 

The lecturer takes a rosy and optimistic 
view of municipal affairs here and his lecture 
is partly in the form of opinions jotted down 
during his visit to this city. It is as follows: 

‘‘The ‘view from my apartments was, in 
my opinion, unsurpassed in theavorid. Ee- 
tween the hotel and the lake is a park a mile 
long and nearly half a mile wide. It is laid 
out in the continental style, and is orna- 
mented with stately bridges, numerous 
monuments and fountains, grass plots, and 
lagoons. The view of the lake is unobstruct-. 
ed by buildings of any kind with the excep- 
tion of the Art Institute, which was erected 
before the park had its presentextent. This 
building is classic in its design and does not 
detract from the general good impression 
made by the park and the lake. 


Beauties of the Lake-Front. 

** The north and south ends of. the park are 
cut oft from the business center by hand- 
scme public buildings. Beginning with the 
northwest corner there are the Central Po- 
lice Station, a regimental armory, a conven- 
tion hall, and the permanent exposition 
building, all facing spacious parade grounds. 
Between the convention hall, which com- 
fortably seats over 12,000 people, and the 
exposition building are seen the first arches 


' of the stone viaduct which connects this 


park with the northern park and boulevard 
system. The viaduct makes a gradual as- 


} cent to the river, which is crossed by the 


most ornate and strongest brjige in the city. 
The viaduct and bridge are elevated above 
the business houses lining the harbor, and 
they afford a good view of the lake shore. 

‘Two boulevards connect with the south- 
ern park and boulevard system, Michigan 
avenue, which bounds the park on the west, 
and another beginning with a viaduct in the 
southeast corner of the park. The viaduct 
loads over a net work of railroad tracks 
which intersect the park from south to 
north. The tracks are depressed below the 
line of vision and are crossed with sub- 
stantial bridges. Plans have been completed 
for a south lake shore drive outside the rail- 
road tracks and parallel with them a dis- 
tance of several miles. It is anticipated 
this drive will be made during the next two 
years. 

‘A naval armory situated on a harbor in 
the southeast of the park, a large railway 
passenger station and Battery D armory 
bound the vision onthe south. All the build- 
ings at both the north and the south ends 
are of one prevailing type of architecture. 


Foresight of the City. 


“When the plans for the park were being 
discussed a number of years ago the city had 
the foresight to pass an ordinance restrict- 
ing the use of this part of Michigan avenye 
to certain classes of business. The result 
was an enormous rise in values of lots on this 
street, and today it is lined with lofty hotels, 
| apartment houses, club-houses, theaters, 
eafés, and the finer kind of shops. The 
street presents a most imposing appearance 
from the direction of the lake. 

“This pleasure ground, of which any lu- 
ropean capital might be proud, cost the city 
comparatively little. To explain how this 
was possible I shall have to delve a little 
into history. First, however, allow me to 
speak briefly of the general appearance of 
the city, especially the newer improvements. 

“ Chicago excels any city I know, with the 
exception of Paris and perhaps Vienna, in 
the number of and extent of the boulevards, 
well-paved thoroughfares, often of great 
breadth and ornamented with rows of trees, 
which are reserved for the use of pleasure 
vehicles, pedestrians, and bicycles. You see 
some of them on this map. Fvery park is 
directly connected with it», neighbor by one 
of these drives.

When, however, those who em- 
ploy them flatly refuse to be mulcted ina 
fashion to which no European manager 
would agree for a moment, the identical 
singers will be obtained for reasonable sums. 

At the same time the prices of admission 
to opera and concert will become somewhat 
less than prohibitive to the average Amer- 
ican public.

’ All the world is divided into two parts— 


the part which rides a bicycle and the part 


which doesn't. 

In the ‘fall of 1888 the solid-tired “* bone- 
shaker” safety bicycle made its appear- 
ance. It was regarded asacuriosity. But 


it was a safety. . 

Today there are 4,000,000 riders of safeties 
in the United States, whose wheels cost 
them $300,000,000. And more wheels are 
coming at the rate of 1,000,000 a year. 

In 1888 there was no woman bicycle rider, 
except a few professionals who made a busi- 
ness of racing. Now there are probably 
nearly 1,000,000, 

In Chicago alone there are 200,000 riders, 
whose wheels cost them $15,000,000, A total 
of over $30,000,000'is invested here in cycling 
in one way and another. 

Now, whether you are a rider, or think you 
will get a wheel some day, or entirely and ut- 
terly condemn the bicycle, these astonishing 
facts and figures must interest you asa loyal 
American and a thinking person. Fer these 
facts mean much—fortuneés invested in the 
manufacture of wheels, bicycle clothing, 
and sundries; hundreds of millions of dollars 
diverted from the usual channels of trade; 
armies of men employed ata new trade and 
in new lines of business; fortunes made by 
those in line with the craze; depression in 
trades and business out of the line; a revolu- 
tion in our habits of life, and consequent 
changes affecting the mental, moral, and 
physical condition of the people of the United 
States. _. 

Some of these facts, and conditions, and 
problems are herewith presented for con- 
sideration by THe Trisune for its readers. 


FIGURES WAY UP IN THE MILLIONS. 


Startling Faéis in Connection with the 
. Prevailing Bicycle Craze. 

The League of American Wheelmen has 
: & membership of nearly. 50,000. Here the 
. * Yecords stop. The L. A. W. is but a drop in 
the bucket compared with the great wheel- 
riding public. Just how big is this great 
wheel-riding public nobody knows exactly, 
but the consensus of opinion among men who 
have made the bicycle business the study of 
many years is that it numbers approximate- 

ly 4,000,000 to date. 

_ To supply these millions with wheels and 
to provide “ flying steel steeds ’5 for the tre- 
mendous accessions of new riders there are 
in this country at the very least 250 manu- 
facturers, without counting the almost in- 

+ Mumerable small makers, who build ma- 
chines from parts purchased separately. 

In fact, bicycle men assert that theirs is 

today the largest specific inanufacturing in- 

_ dustry in America; that is to say, that there 

$s no other single article whose production 
brings so large a remuneration to so large a 
class of workers. Glance at those who build 
the machine—to say nothing of those who 
sell them, rent them, repair them, advertise 
them, and teach their use. In Chicago alone 
‘fully twenty-five makers are _ reckoned, 
though some of these only ‘“ assemble’”’ 
wheels, buying the component parts from 
Various first hands. New England is dotted 
with factories, notably those of Boston, 
Hartford, Springfield, Chicopee Falls, Tor- 
rington, and New Haven. New York has 
several, and there are others in Syra¢use, 
Rochester, Buffalo, and Erie. Going further 

. West we find them at Dayton, Elyria, and 

_ *Cleyeland. Toledo is an important center; 
eels are made at Indianapolis, Richmond, 
and Goshen in Indiana; at Marshall in Mich- 
n; at.Peoria, Rockford, and Freeport in 
Illinois. Hagerstown; Md., has the only im- 
rtant factory in the Southern States. 
heré is none, as yet, west of the Missouri: 
but the chain—already one that few even of 
the long established industries can rival—is 
sure to extend further, as the extension of 
the demand requires a closer proximity be- 
tween maker and buyer. California, too, 
whose proverbially glorious climate gives the 
wheelman twelve months in the year for 
riding, is certain to develop its own clientele. 


One Million Wheels This Year. 


- Tt has been estimated that the output of 
* all these makers will, during the present 
season, amount in the aggregate to 1,000,000 
Machines. ; 
Exact figures it is not possible to obtain, 
of course, but the following are not very far 
out. Ahead of all others in point of produc- 
on is a Western firm, which this year will 
turn out between 60,000 and 70,000 machines, 
after eighteen different models. Another 
company which probably comes next in or- 
r of immense production will produce be- 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 machines. A third 
firm expects to reach fully 35,000, in differ- 
ent models, while still another is preparing 
‘to place 25,000 or 30,000 machines on the 
market this year, and fora certain period, to 
fulfill their engagements, will turn out 200 
>machines every day. Another concern wiil 
produce about 25,000 in the same period, 
another follows with 20,000, one more 
with 20,000 more, § an the eighth 
firm with 20,000. This. ‘brings the ag- 


--gregate estimated output of these eight: 


companies to the extraordinary sum of 250,- 
00U or more. 
Employs Many Thousands. 

As a result of this noteworthy condition of 
affairs an immense new industry has been 
-ereated in this country, which gives employ- 

‘ “ment to. hundreds of thousands of hands, 
mostly skilled artisans, in all parts of the 
country. Leaving out of the question the 
thousands of men who make quite a com- 
Afortable living by repairing injured machines 

~ and selling supplies of pocket toois, of fit- 
table parts, and general bicycle sundries and 
requirements—for their name is legion—we 
may form an estimate, as before, by taking 
‘a look at- the numbers employed by a few 
large firms. _. 
- ne of the firms quoted as about to pro- 
duce 25,000 machines this season employs 
1,400 men the whole year round. Another, 
expecting to produce about 60,000 machines, 
ves employment to 2,700 men all the year, 
| Now , taking these as a fair basis upon which 

to. form an estimate, supposing it takes 1,400 

men to produce 25,000 bicycles, how many 
will be needed to produce 1,000,000 machines? 

‘By this rouse. method of computation it will 

take 56, men. But the total is nearer 

70,000, because some firms make more parts 

of thé completed bicycle than others. Some 
re entirely dependent for all their screw 
work upon some larger firm, created spe- 
cially for that kind of production. 
Not all the bicycle manufacturing firms 
ower their own tires, tubing, or pedals, for 
tanec ial parts, such as lamps, 
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were riding to business a large proportion 
of them probably had costumes at home. 
It does not seem out of the way to estimate 
that one rider in four hasa costume. This 
would give 1,000,000 costumes, and $10 each 
(including cap, sweater, shoes, and hose) is 
an estimate rather below than above the 
average cost of such things. This gives us 
$10,000,000 for this item. 

In the matter of: sundries—so dear to 
every wheelman’s heart—the bicycle deal- 
ers make astonishing statements. It is the 
experience of the traveling men and manu- 
facturer that every bicyclist spends as 
much for clothing and sundries during the 
three years in which he usually keeps his 
wheel as he originally paid for the machine 
itself. Estimating then the amount in- 
vested by each .wheelman in sundries ex- 
clusive of clothing at the low figure of $50 
per man, this swells the sum put into bicy- 
cling on the part of the public to the enor- 
ous amount of $200,000,000. 


CHICAGO THE CENTER OF CYCLING. 


With 200,000 Riders It Leads in the 
Manufacture of Wheels. 

Two hundred thousand wheels in use in 
Chicago! 

What an immense aggregation of iron, 
rubber, leather, and wood this is few per- 
sons stop to consider, and the numbers which 
a little figuring gives are almost be- 
yond belief, The combined weight 
which this number of wheels. will 
support is 150,000 tons, or several times the 
weight of the Masonic Temple. The com- 
bined weight of the wheels themselves is 
2,500 tons, or nearly the weight of the United 
States steel-armored man-of-war Boston. 
If all the tubing used in these wheels was 
put in a straight line it would extend from 
here to New York. Iurthermore, if all the 
material used in these wheels was to be com- 
bined in one large wheel it would require 
the entire United States to make a suitable 
bicycle path for it to run on. 

It is needless to say the public has paid out 
an extraordinary amount of money to obtain 
and use these 200,000 wheels.’ Atan average 
cost of $75 apiece, the sum invested in wheels 
alone by the people of chicago is $15,000,000. 
When we come to consider the factories, re- 
pair shops, and retail establishments; the 
clothes, sundries, and appliances owned by 
the riders; the bicycle club-houses and prop- 
erty; the racing tracks and racing para- 
phernalia, the total money invested by Chi- 
cago in the bicycle craze amounts up close 
to the tremendous total of 833,000,000. 

By this sum it is not intended to say that 
$33,900,000 could be realized on cycling prop- 
erty. Thatis far fromthecase. Justasthe 
average cost of each wheel was about §&75, 
the present average value is about $), mak- 
ing the total marketable worth of the cycles 
in Chicago about $10,000,000. Following up 
this estimate it is safe to say the market 
value of all wheel goods owned in Chicago 
is about $25,000,000. 

Chicago the Cycling Center. 

When it comes to an estimate of wheels 
ahd riders, bicycle makers'‘and bicycle in- 
vestors, the fact sticks out with unsuspect- 
ed, prominence that Chicago is the bicycle 
center of the United States. On this ac- 
count, as startbing as are the figures for 
the whole country, the estimates for Chi- 
cago are even more remarkable and natural- 
ly of more local interest. 

Last year a couple of trade journals made 
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an exhaustive estimate of the number of 
bicycle riders in the City of Chicago. It was 
an impossible task to be exact, and will 
probably never be accurately accomplished 
until it is made a part of taking the cen- 
sus. The figures obtained, however, pointed 
to a total of 150,000 wheelmen in the city. 
Ficuring on a conservative estimate of a 
one-third increase this year. which the re- 
tail dealers say is more (nan justified by the 
amount of their sales, this would put the 
total numver of bicycle riders in Chicago at 
200° 000, 

This estimate, made hy a careful system 
of observation and computation, is astonish- 
ingly uear those made by othermeans, The 
leading manufacturers, rctail dealers, and 
cycling club members all have means of 
forming an expert opinion, and their guesses 
run trom 100,000 to 300,000. It is thought 
by some of the delegates to the Associated 
Cycling clubs that twenty men ride wheels 
for every one belonging toa club. Asabout 
10,000 members are enrolled in the Associat- 
ed Cycling clubs this still keeps the estl- 
mate at 200,000, 

To find what per cent of the 200,000 riders 
in the city is women and children is an- 
other task which defies accuracy. Counts 
made of the number of women and men rid- 
ers passing a given point in a given time 
show a wide variation according to hour 
and locality. On Michigan avenue dpring 
the hours when people are going to-and from 
business the average of women is about one 
in fifty. Take the same place in the even- 
ing or on a Sunday afternoon and the per 
cent runs as high as one in three. Froma 
series of observations ard from the opinions 
of the dealers the proportion of women rid- 
ers in the citv has been settled upon at 20 
per cent of the whole number of bicyclists. 
This would sive 40.000 women riding whecls, 
A like cornputation puts the number of chil- 
dren. at 1 per cent, or 2,000. 

Leads in Cycle Manufacturing. 

Not alone as a wheel-riding town is Chi- 
cago at the front in the whole of the United 
States, as a wheel-manufacturing center 
it also easily leads all American cities. The 
principal makers of bicycles here, in fact, 


declare Chicago’s prominence is more marked 
in the production than in the consumption of 
wheels. Yet this city builds this year barely 
50,000 more bicycles than are now in use 
by its inhabitants, 

Twenty-five wheel factories, each produc- 
ing at least 1,000 bicycles this year, are 
located in Chicago. Their combined output 
is close to 250,000 wheels, or one-fourth of 
the entire probable output in the United 
States this season. 

Among the Chicago concerns is the largest 
single manufactory of wheels in_ the 
world, Its output is variously rated at from 
40,000 to 60,000 finished machines. Close be- 
hind it comes another Chicago concern, 
making 30,000 wheels. Tied for third place 
ore two other factories each building 2v,- 

To estimate accurately the entire output 
of bicycles from this city is an extremely 
difficult task. Each one of the factories, 
for purposes of advertisement and to get 
ahead of its competitors claims its output 
is several times in excess of the actual fig- 
ures. In the language of one man connected 
with the trade the figures on wheels produced 
by the various factories are inflated as much 
as the tires used by them. 

A number of conservative estimates were 
secured from men prominently connected 
with the manufacture of bicycles in this city. 
Their separate opinions agreed to. within a, 
few thousand wheels and were all in the 
neighborhood of 250,000. It seems safe to 
say therefore that 250,000 bicycles is well 
within the number of wheels produced in 
Chicago this season. 

Besides these twenty-five large cycle man- 
ufacturing concerns, a host of small factories 
and repair shops put together a considerable 
number of wheels. Asarule these shops are 
merely assembling places. The various 
parts of the bicycles are bought from larger 
factories and put together into a finished 
wheel in the intervals of repair work. So 
considerable has the number of wheels 
manufactured throughout the country by 
this means become there are at present five 
firms in Chicago making nothing but parts. 
Only a small fraction of their output, how- 


ever, is consumed in this city. As a rough 
estimate there are 300 assembling shops here, 
and the total number of wheels made by 
them is 3,000. 

Capital Invested in Factories, 


The capital invested in Chicago's wheel 
factories is largely an unknown quantity. 
Detailed figures on the subject were of 
course impossible to secure. On the basis 
of a certain amount of investment necessary 
per wheel of output, however, a fairly ac- 
curate idea can be obtained of the amount 
of money required to manufacture the 250,- 
000 wheels. 

Twenty dollars for each wheel of output 
seems. to be a. fair average capitalization 
for a bicycle factory equipped with modern 
machinery and run on modern methods. 
This would put the entire amount of money 
now being used in Chicago to build wheels 
about $5,000,000. This figure has been ac- 
cepted as a fair valuation. 

A more detailed estimate made by one of 
the most prominent manufacturers of 
wheels in the city figures about $4,600,000, 
This statement puts the amount actually 
invested in machinery and piant at $1,472,- 
000, in buildings owned by manufacturing 
concerns at $250,000, and that required to 
operate the plant at $2,944,800, making a 
total of $4,066,800, 

Another skilled guess at the amount of 
capital employed to make the 250,000 wheels 
turned out this year by the Chicago factories 
puts ~it at $6,000,000. This is estimated on 
the basis of a $100,000 investment turning 
out 4,000 wheels the first year, said to bea 
meritorious performance. 


Thousands of Men Employed. 


The amount of labor employed by the 
bicycle factories of Chicago is an astonish- 
ment to those unacquainted with the facts. 
Thousands of skilled mechanics are at work 
year in and year out on the manufacture 
of bicycles in Chicago. Bicycle making has 
come to be a separate branch of machine- 
shop work and skilled men are always in de- 
mand. The recent falling off in other

For 250,000 wheels to be pro- 
dced in the season with no overtime there 
would be required 6,250 men, a figure prob- 
ably extremely close to the actual facts. 
Money in Costumes and Sundries. 
The figures regarding the value and use 
of bicycling sundries are @ surprise to those 
not connected with the bicycling trade. 
There are but two or three concerns in the 
United States which sell a full line of sun- 
dries, including clothing, and all the other 
necessaries and luxuries of a wheel. One of

these is in Chicago and it has discovered | 


some interesting facts. 

Counting suits, caps, sweaters, belts, hose, 
shoes, clyclometers, tool bags, lanterns, bells, 
baby seats, lamp brackets, luggage carriers, 
oil. oileans, tire pumps, repairing outfits, and 
perhaps an extra saddle, the average wheel- 
man, if the experience of this company may 
be relied upon, spends an amount for sun- 
dries in the three years which he ordinarily 
ewns a wheel as large as the original cost 
of the machine. This seems to be the case 
throughout the country districts, if not in 
Chicago, since the traveling men for bicycle 
houses, which sell both wheels and sundries, 
make at least one-half their sales on the 
latter, and these firms rely on the fact for 
the greater portion of their profits. 

To figure the amount of money invested by 
the Chicago public. in sundries an estimate, 
based on New York figures, was first made 
of the number of wheelmen owning bicycle 
suits. This was settled at one man in every 
four of those owning a wheel possessing also 
a bicycle suit. Calling these ye he $10 
apiece for first cost, the 200,000°wheelmen 
in Chicago would have $500,000 invested in 
bicycle wearing apparel. 

In sundries exclusive of suits the figures 
are much more startling. Figuring $50 per 
man on a valuation of $75 per wheel, the 
cost of sundries to the Chicago cycling public 
is not far from $10,000,000, a tidy sum for 
wheeling luxuries. 

Why this amount spent for wheeling frills 
should be so large is a good deal of a mys- 
tery, and doubt¥ess touches human natpre 
closely. It seems to be due to the fact that 
when a man pays $100 for a wheel, a few $5 
bil@® more at odd times to increase the com- 
fort of his vehicle do not seem of any conse- 
quénce. Also a large part of the sundries 
sold are used for repairs and for maintenance 
of the wheel. Add to these that the money 
spent for adjuncts paid whenever the owner 
wishes to indulge his cycling tastes, and the 
combination reason is probably found.

Bicycle making and bicycle dealing, with 
all their hundred ramifications and modifica- 
tions, are getting to be one of the foremost 
industries in the land. Six years ago the 
wheels for "thes whole United States were 
made by two or three factories and the deal- 
ers in cycles and cycling things were con- 
fined to a few retail establishments and 
Rut with the advent 
of the geared “ safety ’’ and the pneumatic 


sporting goods houses. 


tire a great industry has sprung up, using 


millions of dollars of money and employing 


thousands of men. 
This phenomenally sudden growth of the 


business is perhaps the most remarkable 
feature about the cycling trade. Fortunes 


by the hundred have already been made and 
are being added to daily. Of the few men 


connected with cycling six or seven years 
ago there is scarcely one today who is not 


holding a handsome position in the bicytling 


business. It isclaimed by many connected with 


the trade that the boom in bicycles has been 
‘ greater than the rise-in any other industry 
which the United States has ever seen ex- 
cepting gold mining. 
A prominent wheelman, now Vice-Presi- 
dent of a large Chicago concern making 
wheels, was one of the four original bicycle 


traveling men of the country. To illustrate 


the sudden growth of the bicycling business 
he stated that six years ago there were four 
cycle traveling men on the road, now there 
are 4,000 selling wheels. Five years ago his 
bicycle trunk, unloaded at Toledo and De- 
troit, was a wonder to the inhabitants, who 


had nevér seen one before. Two monthse 


ago, at a town of 10,000 inhabitants, there 
were thirty such trunks at the railroad sta- 
tion at one time. 


How Bicycles Hurt Other Trades. 
Much wonder is expressed in these present 
days about the way in which every firm al- 
most, no matter what their former condi- 
tion, religious creed, or previous condition 
of servitude: may have been, has taken fo 
selling wheels. Jewelers, dry goods mer- 
chants, druggists—every branch of trade, in 
fact—now carry wheels instock. The reason 
for this—at least one reason, the reason 
which is stronger than mere desire to share 
in the profits of a good thing—is that the 
wheel has hurt more business than is ever 
suspected. : 
Not so many months ago the jewelers, 
many of them, did a good business in selling 
diamonds, watches, rings, etc., on the month- 
ly installment plan. So did many other men 
of trade. Now these palmy days are over in 
@ great measure. The man or woman who 
heretofore spent his hard-earned money in 
this way now buys a wheel. The. working 
girl who bought a piano by monthly pay- 
ments now pays half as much money each 
pay-day for a bicycle and gets twice the 
- pleasure out of it, to say nothing of the fact 
that her family generally prefers the newer 
fad. The young professional man who 


skimped and saved to buy a horse and buggy- 


gets along beautifully with a wheel, and the 
woman who used to buy handsome clothing 
by installments, and whose fine attire was 
seldom entirely pdid for before worn out, 
prefers a wheel nowadays. She does not 
need or care for the fine clothing any more, 
and when the wheel is paid for she has a 
chance to save a little. And so, finding part 
of their own legitimate business slipping 
away—for the trades mentioned are but ex- 
amples of nearly all the rest—nothing re- 
mained to business-men but to sell wheels 
and be in the fashion. It’s the old case of 
Mahomet and the mountain over again, only 
‘in this case the mountain is a pretty swift 
traveler, As a dealer put it: 

** Just how the countless sellers of wheels, 
every one of which is warranted the‘ best 
make,’ manage to make a livéng is a puzzle, 
but they do it somehow, and but two al- 
ternatives are before us. Either wheels will 
grow so cheap and common that they will 
s00on be presented as premiums with tea and 
coffee, or they will become the great neces- 
sity of modern times, to which all other 
manufactures and trades will become but 

“accessories. To attain any conclusion save 
one of these two is impossible, and which 
shall it be? . Will we live to see the decline 
and fall of the wheel. or will we become 
subservient to it always? The wheel has 
invaded all branches of business, from ad- 
vertising to preaching, and soon, unless 
things alter, we shall as a nation become 


willing ‘slaves of the wheel’ beside which | 


ithe old story of the wonderful lamp will fade 
into nothingness.” 


‘Street Cars and Railroads Affected. 


"Aside from the blow that the bicycle has 
struck at the horse—which is noticed else- 
. where—as might naturally be expected the 
wheel has brought about a certain decrease 
in the amount of traffic carried on by the 
street and suburban steam railways. The 
decrease, however, is hardly. as great as 
is generally believed by those not directly 
connected with such railways, &And- is, per- 
haps, greater than those interested realize. 
For it has been brought about in sucha 
way that neither class of road feels it se- 
verely. In the first place, every year in the 
age of a road adds to its traffic, because the 
district through Which it runs becomes more 
thickly settled, so that the absence of such 
a gain is a virtual, though hardly apparent 
loss. In the. second place, the change is 
effected during a transfer of a good share of 
the traffic from one road to another, which 
tends to conceal the difference. 

_- Every spring there is a falling off tn the 

‘traffic of the steam roads carrying passen- 
gers to the districts not very remote from 
the center of the city, the roads, in fact, 
which would be the ones affected by the loss 
of those riding wheels to and from their 
work. The loss is occasioned by the fact 
that in pleasant weather many people pre- 
fer to ride in the open cable cars, though 
there is a loss of time in so doing. The 
steam railways expect this falling off of 
_-traffic, and make allowance for it. On the 
other hand, there is always a correspond- 
ing increase in the traffic on the street rail- 


ways. 

The falling off of the steam railway traffic 
has been fully equal to that of any previous 
year, though, according ta “ statements 
of the officials of the various’ companies, 
no greater. The increase of traffic on the 
Street railways has, however, fallen some- 
what below the mark, which from the in- 
crease of population in the district traversed 
and the usual access from the steam roads 
Was to be expected. Neither road feels the 
_ effects keenly; in fact, the officials are slow 
to acknowledge that there has been any dif- 
ference due to the bicycle, but in the trans- 
fer a loss of some kind, affecting more or 
less all the roads in the city, has taken place. 
At least, such is the inference to be drawn 
"herp the remarks of the officials of the two 

nds of road. 

That the loss has not been greater is, with-

Big Department Stores. 


In the big department stores the “ bicy- 
cling habit ’’ has tended to an increase rather 
than a decrease,in most other lines of busi- 
ness, as well as in those having directly to 
do with the cycling trade. 
are very few lines which are not con- 


To be sure, there 


nected more or less directly with wheels, 


which might seem most likely to be in- 
fluenced for the worse there has been no 
such effect noticed. Indeed, the department 
stores have seized upon the cycle trade with 
surprising readiness, and those which carry 
no stock of wheels have made a considerable 
feature of cycling costumes and appurte- 
nances, 

In the costumes for women this is perhaps 
the most noticeable. Nearly all of the large 
stores have devoted more than a little at- 
tention to the making of costumes to order, 
and all of them have taken up the ready- 
made costumes. Nowhere has it been found 
that the introduction of these interfered 


ready-made or otherwise. With the men’s 
costumes the ‘thing seemed almost to work 
the other way. After the introduction of 
cycling suits into the stock the sale of both 
those and ready-made clothing increased 
side by side, a result probably brought about 
by the fact that a man can buy a cycling 
suit and a ready-made business suit 
for the same money that it costs to 
have a business suit made to order. In 
the cap and stocking departments the intro- 
duction of cycling goods has seemed to have 
no effect on the general sales, and in the 
shoe departments the effect, if there is any, 
has not yet been noticed. 

‘‘Apparently,” said Mr. Selfridge of 
Marshall Field & Co., ‘“‘we have simply 
established a new department, without af- 
fecting those already in operation. There 
has beem no falling off anywhere that I can 
find. The bicycling goods sell side by side

The influence of the bicycle upon the gen- 
eral business in furnishing goods is a ques- 
tion /upon which the haberdashers them- 
selves are divided. As one of them put it: 
4* Those who refuse to gét into the band- 
wagon, and try to make the people take 


‘““vhat they happen-to have instead of getting 


what the people want think that bicycling 
is ruining the business. Those who keep up 
with the procession have no complaint to 


make.”’ 
The most noticeable effect is in the sale of 
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with the. others and without influencing 
their value orthe number of sales. Thereis, 
of course, a great sale of cycling goods of 
all _kinds, but I think that as a general 
thing the man who buys a bicycle suit, or 
shees, or anything of the sort, gets it for 
riding, and not for business wear. I believe 
that. we sell the bicycle goods and the other 
goods to the same people.”’ 

At the shoe stores the same opinion was 
put forward. There seemed to be no doubt 
but that the bicycle trade was pure gain, 
and that the regular sales in no way had 
fallen off. 

‘**T can see no loss,’’ said one State street 
dealer, ‘‘in the regular spring sales, and 
i do know that the only thing which troubles 
us in regard to the bicycle trade is to get 
hold of shoes enough to supply the demand. 
No, I don’t think that bicycling has hurt 
the shoe business. I have heard it said that 
people buy a S83 cycling shoe and wear it 
right along with their bicycle clothes to 


a sale of a $5 or $6 street shoe, but I don’t 
believe it. At least I see no reason to believe 
it as yet.’’ 

How Tailors Are Affected. 


Among the tailors the bicycle craze is 
generally looked upon in no very favorable 
light. Here and there some man is found 
who stands out against the common opinion 
and declares that so far from injuring the 
clothing trade the rise of the bicycle has in- 
fluenced it for the good. Certainty for such 
as have taken to the making of bicycle suits 
there .has been considerable money to be; 
earned, The greater number of Chicago 
tailors, however, declare their belief that 
the pecullarity of the wheel has driven busi- 
ness from them to the ready-made clothing 
stores, and in the arguments they advance 
there is more than a little show of proba- 
bility. é 

According to their belief the average 
young man who is working on the average 
Salary has no great amount of money to ex- 
pend either on amusement or on clothes. 
Still the young man buys a wheel and pays 
for it, perhaps with money that he has saved, 
perhaps on time. In either case he feels the 
need of retrenchment, and he sees three 
courses open:to him. He may go without a 
bicycle suit and purchase a spring suit, as 
usual—so far as is known no young man 
has ever accepted this choice—or he may buy 
the bicycle suit and either go without a 
spring suit entirely or buy a ready-made 
one of a price within his means. In either

There are a number of young men in Chi-

In a number of cases, however, 
it is claimed that with the increase of pop- 
vlarity of the bicycle the furnishing busi- 
ness.as a whole has dropped off, What is 


probably the ease is that the chief effect of 
the wheel is found not so much in a decided 
gain or loss affecting the business as a whole 
but in the nature of the sales. A large share 


of the neckties bought are selected with a 
careful view to a correct appearance with a 
bicycle suit: shirts and collars are picked 
out with the same idea in view, and to a 
certain extent this results in a change inthe 
stock required. The difference is to be 
found rather in the kind of business than in 
any general increase or decrease in its 
amount, and in that much the bicycle has 
undoubtedly affected it. 
The Glad Gum-Maker. 

While the excitement over bicycles has in- 
jured to a greater or less extent almost 
every business with which it has come into 
even remote connection, there is one 
at least which it has increased 
to a’ remarkable extent. That is 
the trade in chewing-gum. Before the craze 
for wheels had begun its sudden growth 
there were comparatively few who chewed 
gum. Now it is impossible to make even a 
guess at the number of those who have 
formed the gum-chewing habit. and the 
names of those who chew occasionally is 
legion. 

By far the greater part, in fact almost all, 
of the increase is due to the bicycle. The 
man or woman who rides a wheel and does 
not chew gum is now placed somewhat in 
the position of a freak, and as such is justly 
held up to wonder in the comic weeklies. 
And there is reason amounting almost to 
** horse sense ’’ in the habit. Such people as 
have ridden a wheel, belicving gum an un- 
necessary nuisance and its chewing an evil 
habit and acting upon that belief, have ex- 
perienced without doubt the sensation of 
sticky dryness which takes possession of 
the throat and mouth and tempts one to un- 
limited beer.

Bird’s-Eye View of Rome. 


When the Abbé Pierre arrived in Rome he 
drove at once to San Pietro in Montorino, 


| where he could look down upon the Eternal 


City and get a bird's-eye view of the whole. 
As his impressions and those of M. Zola are 
probably the same they have a double in- 
terest: 

“Rome, Rome! the city of the C#sars, 
the city of the Popes, the Eternal City which 
has twice conquered the world, the predes- 
tined city of the glowing dream in which he 
hadindulged for months! At last it was be- 
fore him, at last his eyes beheld it! During 
the previous days some rain-storms had 
abated the intense August heat, and on that

The room was 
virtually bare, only three arm chairs and 
four or five other chairs, uphoistered in 
light silk, being disposed here and there 
over the well-worn carpet, And on one of 
the armchairs sat Leo XIII., near a smal!

Over, lay there, two of them French and one 
Italian, and the last was half unfolded, as 
if the Pepe had momentarily turned from it 


to stir a glass of sirup standing beside him 
with a long silver-gilt spoon. , 

In the same way as Pierre saw the Pope’s 
room he saw his costume—his cassock of 
white cloth with white buttons, his white 
skull cap, his white cape, and his white 
Sash fringed with gold and broidered at 
either end with golden keys. His stockings 
were white, his slippers were of red velvet, 
and these again were broidered with golden 
keys. What surprised the young priest, 
however, was his Holiness’ face and figure, 
which now seemed so shrunken that he 
scarcely recognized it. This was his fourth 
meeting with the Pope. He had seen him 
walking in the Vatican gardens, enthroned 
in the Hall of Beatifications, and pontifying 
at St. Peter’s, and now he beheld him on that 
arm chair, in privacy, and looking so slight 
and fragile that he-could not restrain a feel- 
ing of affectionate anxiety. lLeo’s neck was 
particularly remarkable, slender beyond he- 
lief, suggesting the neck of some little, aged, 
white bird: And his face, of the pallor of al- 
abaster, was characteristically transpar- 
ent, to such a degree, indeed, that one could 
see the lamplight through his large, com- 
manding nose, as if the blood had entirely 
withdrawn from that organ. A-mouth of great 
length, with white, bloodless lips, streaked 
the lower part of the Papal countenance, and 
the eyes alone had remained young and 
handsome. Superb eyes they were, brilliant 
like black diamonds, endowed with sufficient 
penetration and strength to lay souls open 
and force them to confess:the truth aloud. 
Some scanty white curls emerged from un- 
der the white skull cap, thus whitely crown- 
ing the thin white face, whose ugliness was 
softened by all this whiteness, this spiritual 
whiteness, in which Leo XIII.’s flesh seemed 
as it were pure lily-white florescence. 

“At the first glance, however, Pierre 
noticed that if Signor Squadra had kept him 
waiting it had not been in order to compel 
the Holy Father to don a clean cassock, for 
the one he was wearing was badly soiled by 
snuff. A number of brown stains had 
trickled down the front of the garment be- 
side the buttons, and, just like any good 
bourgeois, his Holiness had a handkerchief 
on his knees to wipe himself. 

“The Pope spoke in French, somewhat 
uncertain French;> pronounced after the Ital- 
ian fashion, and so slowly did he articulate 
each sentence that one could have written it 
down like so much dictation. And his voice, 
as Pierre had previously noticed, was strong 
and nasal, one of those full voices which 


people are surprised to hear coming from | 


debile and apparently bloodless and breath- 
less frames.”’

The interview was a somewhat stormy one, 
and M. Zola gives what we are to suppose 
to be the Pope's own words: 

“You appeal to the Holy Father,” said 
Leo XIII. ‘‘ Ah! rest assured that hisitheart 
is full of pity and affection for those who 
are unfortunate. But that is not the point, 
it is our holy religion which is in question. 
I have read your book, a bad book, I tell you 
SO at once, the most dangerous and culpa- 
ble of books, precisely on account of its 
qualities, the pages im which-I myself felt 
interested. Yes, I was often fascinated. I 
should not have continued my perusal had I 
not felt*carried away, transported by the 
ardent: breath of your faith and enthusiasm. 
The subject ‘New Rome ’4is such a beau- 
tiful one and impassions me so much, and 
certainly there is a book\to.be written under 
that title, but in a very different spirit to 
yours. You think that you have understood 
me, my son, that you have so penetrated 
yourself with my writings and actions that 
you simply «xpress my most cherished ideas. 
But no, no, you have not understood me, 
and that is why I desired to see you, ex- 
plain things to you, and convince you. 

‘“‘And another crimé of yours, my son,” 
resumed Leo XIII., “‘ is that you have dared 
to ask for a new religion. That is impious 
blasphemous, sacrilegious. Therdis but one« 
religion in the world, our Holy Catholie 
Apostolic and Roman religion, apart from 
which there can be but darkness and dam- 
nation. I quite understand that what you 
mean to imply is a return to early Chris- 
tianity. But the error of so-called Pro- 
testantism, soculpable and so deplorable,and 
its consequences, never had any other pre- 
text. As s20n as one departs from the strict 
observance of dogma and absolute respect 
for tradition one sinks into the most fright- 
ful precipices. . . Ah! schism, schism, 
my son, isa crime beyond forgiveness, an as- 
sassination cf the true God, a device of the 
loathsome heast of temptation which hell 
shnds into the world to work the ruin of the 
faithful! If'your book contained nothing be- 
yond these words, ‘a new religion,’ it would 
be necessary to destroy and burn it liké so 
much poison f#tal in its effects upon the 
human soul.’”’ 

Pierre left the presence of the Pope utter- 
ly crushed, and, broken-spirited, he submit- 
ted to what Leo said and ‘ reprobated his 
book.’”’ But he was not convinced by the 
Pope’s arguments. He yielded because there 
was nothing else forhimtodo. Leo, pleased 
with his victory, had again taken the glass 
off the little table beside him and was stir- 
ring the last spoonful of sirup before drink- 
ing it. And Pierre was amazed at again 


finding him as he had found him at the out-° 


set—shrunken, bereft of majesty, and sim- 
ply suggestive of some aged bourgeois drink- 
ing his glass of sugared water before get- 
ting into bed. It was as if, after growing 
and radiating like a planet ascending to the 
zenith, he had again sunk to the level of the 
soil in all puny mediocrity. 

After this interview Pierre returns to 
Paris convinced that the day of religion as 
well as of Rome has passed. 

‘In the sudden great enlightenment which 
had come on him Pierre at last felt himself 
upon firm ground. Has science ever re- 
treated? It is Catholicism which has ever 
retreated before her and will always be 
forced to retreat. Never does science stop;

CHICAGO’S CYCLING CLUBS. 


NAMES AND HOMES OF THE ORGANI- 
ZATIONS IN THE CITY. 


Membership List Reaches Close to the 
10,000 Mark—The Associated Cy- 
cling Clubs and the Objects for 
Which They Work — Expensive 
Houses Owned by Many—Auxiliary 
and Other Clubs for Wheel- 
women. 


One-twentieth of Chicago’s wheelmen are 
members of bicycle clubs, according to the 
opinions of many prominent riders. This 
seems to be a fair estimate and corresponds 
with the figures deduced from the roster of 
the Associated Cycling Clubs. On this basis 
10,000 wheelmen in Chicago belong to cycling 
organizations. 

The Associated Cycling Clubs of Chicago 
consist of a number of the most prominent 
bicycle organizations banded together for 
mutual benefit and to have charge of wheel- 
ing matters inthecity. The union body con- 
sists of a number of delegates from each 
club, selected according to size of member- 
ship. Meetings of these delegates once @ 
month transact all business considered vf 
Value to local cycling. There are forty- 
eight clubs so banded together, with six 
others now applying formembership. Their 
names and roster of membership are as fol- 
lows:

Clubs Outside the Organization. 

Besides the Associated Cycling Clubs 
there are probably fifty smaller clubs with 
memberships of from twenty-five to fifty 
riders each. Few of them have club-houses 
or pay great attention to club life and many 
of their members belong to some one of the 
larger and more important bodies. 

Among women riders clubs are not pro- 
portionately in demand, although this sea- 
son has shown a considerable increase in 
their memberships. Most of the larger 
cycling clubs for men have a woman's aux- 
iliary, which enjoys some of the 
privileges of the protecting club. It 
is in these allied organizations most 
of the club wheelwomen are to be found, 
though there are three exclusively woman’s 
clubs, with the following memberships:

The houses of the bicycling clubs about 
the city range from clezgant stone structures 
to a few rooms in a building. The Illinois 
Cycling club easily leads in this direction 
with its new $30,000 structure, which will 
be ready for occupancy in a few days. This 
is the property of the cycling club itself, 
but in most cases the homes of the bicycling 
organizations are rented. A number of the 
eycling clubs, however, own real estate and 
expect to build homes for themselves in ad 
few years. 


NEW YORK CLAIMS 200,000 RIDERS. 
What Is Shown by the Tabulated Fig- 
ures of a Day’s Count. 


in Chicago. of bicyclists passing a given 
point in a day and evening none has prob- 
ably been made here so complete in’ detail 
as that made in.New York May 7.by the 
Herald. The result is extremely interesting, 
and as New York claims the same number 
of riders as does Chicago—200),000—many 
items in the tabulated statement would 
probably hold good in this city. | 

The count was made at Seventy-second 
street and the Boulevard between the hours 
of 7 o’clock in the morning and 11 o’clock at 
night, when the exact total was 14,052. The 
figures given show an average of 879 riders 
an hour. 

The total of 14,052 was composed of 10,526 
men, 2,501 women, and1,015children. These 
riders were mounted on seven tricycles of the 
youths’ pattern, 193 tandems, six of the 
duplex model—being three wheels with two 
riders side by side—four ‘‘ doubles,” or the 
new bicycle pattern, with riders side by side, 
and the remainder of the great mass the or- 
dinary safety. But three wheels were seen 
with handle bars behind the rider. 

The dress of the riders was noted and 
shows that the majority of wheelmen wore 
the ordinary street costume, with perhaps an 
exception in the matter of head covering— 


both sexes. There were 2,997 nin bicycle 
costumes, more or less marked—knickerbock- 
ers, golf hose, sack coats, and Scotch caps 
being the usual outfit. Among the women 
660 were in costume, the divided skirt being 
the favorite. The bloomer was present, but 
conspicuous by its rarity. There were only 
sixty-three of them. 

The ranks of the moving procession on 
wheels varied with the hours of the day. 
From 7 to 8 o’clock in the morning was 
nearly the smiallest, and then the riders 
were principally employés in business going 
down-town. Then between 8 and 9 o’clock 
the throng was increased by a large number 
of-lads and lasses on the way to school and 

y business-men whose clerks had passed

BICYCLING MARKS AN ADVANCE IN 
HER PRYSICAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Physicians Agree That an Intelligent 
; and Moderate Indulgcnee in the 
Sport Means Much to the Sex—The 
Effect on Posterity Will Be Bene- 
ficial—Talks with Men and Women 
Chicago Physicians on the Features 

of the New Condition of Things. 
The question of exercise for women—until 
King Bicycle came to his cwn—has always 
’ been one of the most difficult problems of our 
civilization. It would be ridiculous, if it were 
not pitiable, to note how limited is woman's 
chance for physical development outside of 
her household duties. The inheritance of 
false habite—house habits, dress habits, 
nerve habits, and work habits—has brought 
it about that the demand for exercise facili- 
2ti@s is small. It is supposed to be sufficient 
outdoor exercise for the sister to wave her 
handkerchief from the grand stand. It is 
this limitation of her scope that is the real 
cause of the good woman's doubting ques- 
ftion why God intended woman to suffer dur- 
ing processes normal and therefore normal- 
ly painless. So unused is the average wom- 
an to exercise that muscle work for its own 
sake presents none of the delight and after- 
glow which man usually gets from.it. To 
her the gymnasium often means dull routine. 
‘The bowling alley means broken corset 
‘bones under one-sided, sudden strain; dan- 
cing is done in a bad Atmosphere, in wrong 
dress, during sleep hours; and horseback rid- 
ing, especially at a trot or with a close seat, 
is a jouncing of the pelvic organs, with their 
supports stretched taut by the snug corset 
that the tailor-made basque demands. Only 
‘fhe summer presents loopholes, and through 
swimming and lawn tennis, climbing, sail- 
ing, and rowing, is found development of 
‘muscular energy whereby, in the absence of 
Ali-judged enthusiasm and overtire, . much 
good may be accomplished. Only, unfortu- 
nately, a small proportion of women have a 
chance to indulge in these summer amuse- 


ments. 
Now Comes the Bicycle. 

To ride or not to ride a bicycle is no longera 
question among women. It was answered 
longago with sufficient force to set all doubts 
at rest, and the women who wanted to ride 
last year but hésitated for fear the custom 
Was not permanently established were the 
first to start in this spring. Now the bicycle 
is such an important feature in all classes 
of households that during the moving sea- 
son houses were inspected with special ref- 
erence to a desirable place for the wheels 

‘ and maids are questioned as to their willing- 
ness to clean the mistress’ bicycle. 

Eight years ago a woman on a wheel was 
an.object of the greatest curiosity and four 
years later she still created a large amount 

- of interest and comment. But today women 
riders are so frequent that the mere fact of 
their being on a wheel has ceased to create 
the slightest sensation and only an ugly suit 
or an awkward position causes criticism. 

In the early days of the safety a woman’s 
wheel was a heavy and cumbersome ma- 
chine compared to the one now on the market, 
the first one weighing exactly sixty pounds. 
With a wheel of this weight to push, and 
with the old-fashioned cushion tires, a wom- 
an had necessarily to be in perfect physical 

-condition and likewise strong to be able to 
ride with any degree @f comfort. Phy- 
gicians were slow in acknowledging it a 

* beneficial exercise, and a large proportion of 
womankind classed the bicycle in the same 
category of injurious motions and it was 
wiewed in the light of an impossibility. Then 
there was another class who always wanted 
to ride, but either they or their friends con- 
gidered it bad form, which was sufficient rea- 
gon for them to condemn all riding. But from 
the beginning there was always a large 
number of women who were enthusiastic 
riders, who used the wheel judiciously and 
received from it the greatest ddVantage. 
And to these women is due the credit of 
demonstrating the wonderful benefit to be 
derived from intelligent riding. Gradually 
the physicians were won over to a favorable 
frame of mind and women of all classes put 
aside their prejudice and the woman’s safety 
sprung into sudden and permanent favor. 
In consequence the makers of bicycles gave 
the woman’s wheel their special attention, 
which resulted in a machine of light weight, 
ranging from eighteen to twenty-three 
pounds, and at the same time possessing the 
desirable qualities of strength and steadi- 
ness in running equal to a man’s wheel. 


Different Saddles Needed. 


There was still one serious obstacle to be 
considered, from which most women suf- 
fered, and which threatened to keep a large 
number off the wheel entirely. 

That was the saddle. In many cases where 
women were foolish enough to continue rid- 
ing, notwithstanding the discomfort and 
often actual pain produced by the saddle, the 

. consequences were serious and extremely 
difficult to correct. It was the one remain- 
ing objection which physicians heid, and in 
their lectures and papers read before a meet- 
ing of prominent physicians and surgeons 
the saddle was discussed fromrevery point of 
view and the conclusion was that if the sad- 
dle fittedand produced no irritation, and had 
Sufficient spring to prevent all sudden jars, 
the bicycle afforded women one of the best 
possible means of outdoor exercise. A great 
variety of saddles were invented and put on 
the market, and, while there is no one saddle 
suitable for all women, there is no excuse 
for one being used. which is altogether un- 
comfortable. ‘There.-is still room for great 
improvement in the construction of saddles, 
but in the meantime there is no necessity to 
abandon the bicycle because of it. 


Effect on Next Generation. 


Since women ride, whether they should 
or not, the great question of the day is the 
effect on their health and physical develop- 
ment. Many and varied are the opinions ex- 
pressed by both riders and observers as to 
the effect of the wheel. Some of the deepest 

> thinkers deplore the general fad for riding, 
some of them laud it totheskies. The wom- 
€n themselves are of almost as many shades 
of opinion, and admire or detest the wheel 
‘as cofdially as they do most other things. 
But the women physicians are almost unani- 
mous in speaking well of the bicycle for wom- 
en, with certain changes of dress and saddle. 
in the saddle seems to be the medical point of 
attention at present, and the bicycle manu- 
facturer who wants the support of the women 
‘ “doctors had better set about inventing a 
mew saddle. Here, according to the pRy- 
sicians, lies the danger, if danger there is. 

With proper saddles, dress, and care in rid- 

ing, there is, according to their dictum, noth- 

fing but good to be derived from riding in 
so far as women are concerned, and they 

lace most of theiy hopes on the coming, 
but still absent, perfect saddle. 

“ The saddle of the present bicycle Is not 
fitted for feminine use,’” says Dr. Mary 
Weeks Burnett, speaking of wheels and 

- ‘women, “ any more than the ordinary chair. 

A rocking chair is the only really easy seat 
‘for a woman, which we have at present, 

and a saddle which combined! the good 
_ features of this chair with a practicability 

_ Which would permit of its use in connection 
_ ‘with the wheel would be the perfect saddle. 
' * In all other ways, and with proper care as to 
distance and dress, I think the wheel will 
+ Prove a boon to women. Many a woman 
rides many miles every day now, who 
wt ara rarely pel 7 house. And this 
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“is average woman of today is 

in advance of her mother or the died oe 
a generation ago in point of physica! develop- 
ment, and the wheel will help the good work 
along. But no woman should ride hard or 
try to cover long ces, and + 
athletic work, work which. will counter- 
balance the ent of the lower 
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the effect is good. That is when the stoop- 
ing posture is avoided; if the back is bowed 
only harm can result. But with a proper 
position the respiratory organs will be much 
strengthened and the whole physique im- 
proved. The modern girl is a splendidly de- 
veloped creature, in my opinion, far better 
formed than the modern man, and the wheels 
have done not a little of this good work. If 

our girls will use the wheel properly and ride 

with care they will do the whole of humanity. 
a service, and their children will be as far 

in advance of themselves as they are of the 

older women. 

‘* Personally I think a woman should wear 
bloomers to ride in if she has the courage. 
But they are very ugly, and most inartistic. 
That is the real reason of their abandon- 
ment. The curves of a feminine form do 
not prettily admit of tight garments; if the 
opposite were true women would have worn 
bifurcated garments hundreds of years ago. 
Knickerbockers are better than the bloom- 
ers, but they, too, are ugly, and by no means 
necessary for healthful riding. For all ordi- 
nary riding the short skirt is all right, and 
ne woman should scorch. She generally en- 
dangers her health seriously in so doing. 
Lut aside from this I am a great advocate 
of the wheel, and think it is admirable for 
aiding in the perfect development of 
women.”

New Jersey has appropriations of $7,000,000 
from State and county, and during the last 
two years has constructed and improved 
more than 1,000 miles of roads. 

In Kentucky and North Carolina the work 
of constructing roads is most active. In the 
latter State convict labor has proved highly 
successful, and in Mecklenburg County a 
large number of roads have been built ata 
cost of $2,500 a mile, which is less than half 
the cost had it been done by contract. 


Work in Various States. 


Illinois is hampered by the provision of the 
Constitution against State appropriations for 
local purposes. 

In Ohio, Indiana, and Wisconsin and in 
Rhode Island the work is going on briskly 
and with marked success. 

In Vermont, mainly owing to the interest 
and influence of former Governor Levi K. 
Fuller, the roads are undergoing a process 
of improvement which is remarkable. Mr. 
Fuller is a member of the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen.

WHEELING AND MORALS. 


WILL THE NEW CONDITIONS AFFECT 
WOMEN RIDERS’ MORALITY? 


The Question One That Is Bound to 
Evoke an Immense Amount of Dis- 
cussion—Too Broad to Be More than 
Briefly Considered Within Limited 
Space—What Chicago Women Say— 
Some Laugh at the Idea, Others See 


Dangers.’ 
Those who keep in touch with all popular 
movements and make a study of human 
nature have been greatly interested in the 
question: ‘‘ What will be the effect of the 
bicycle craze on the morals of the women 
riders?” They point to the scenes on the 
avenues and in the parks, especially on Sun- 
day, and say: “ Here is a new condition of 
affairs which a few-years ago would have 
been considered impossible. Such change 
in condition must necessarily create further 
changes. It is a cause; what will the effect 
be?” 
It is a subject of the greatest possible im-

What Men Physicians Say. ] 


“The present generation is to get its fresh 
air and exercise on the wheel,”’ said Dr. Bay- 
ard Holmes. ‘*‘ Women who have no illness 
which precludes riding should go wheeling 
regularly. The effect on the next generation 
is certain to be good. Scorching in moder- 
ation will not injure the health of strong 
men between the ages of 20 and 35 years. 
I do not think children between the ages of 
5 and 8 should be allowed to ride to any ex- 
tent, and girls from 12 to 15 years of age 
should ride only in moderation.”’ 

In this high pressure age when every other 
person is troubled with what women call 
** nerves,’ the efficacy of the wheel as a 
nervine has been under discussion. Dr. 8. 
V. Clevenger says that for nervous and men- 
tal diseases the wheel is a good thing, and 
should be pedaled along. 

“Of course,”’ said the physician, ‘‘ a good 
thing can be abused to the detriment of 
health, but ordinarily the advantages to 
health, spirits, physique, and mental vigor 
far exceed occasional detrimental experi- 
ences. In the early stages of some mental 
maladies nothing is better fitted to antagon- 
ize such tendencies than bicycling. A per- 
son inclined to hypochondria is forced to 
think when on the wheel of other matters.

So, while it is 
not a very remarkable matter that the wheel- 
men of the United States should wish for 
better roads, it is remarkable that they 
should have been able to influence the legis- 
lative bodies of nearly every State to such 
an extent that eVerywhere there is a move- 
ment for the appropriation of State moneys 
to be devoted to the improvement and bet- 
terment of roads. 

Good roads are a positive necessity to the 
bicyclist, both in the city and country, con- 
sequently from first to last he is in the fight

entirely confined to good roads. Bicycle 
paths are being constructed in some sec- 
tions of the United States, and the agita- 
tion on the part of the wheelmen appears 
to be directed at an easy means of travel 
irrespective of its nature. Old canal tow- 
paths have in several parts of the country 
been impressed into service, and prove ex- 
cellent ways for wheeling. The future will 
doubtless see many forms of exclusively 
cycling roadways. 

One of the schemes already on foot for 
the accommodation of bicycle riders is a 
cycling path from Rockford to Chicago re- 
cently projected, and now in the hands of 
the Rockford Cycling club. This scheme 
embodies the idea of a cinder path of rea- 
sonable width to be built as the crow flies 
from Chicago to Rockford. Nothing but 
bicycles are to be used upon it, andacycling 
highway for Chicago riders well down into 
Illinois will be formed. Whether this is to 
be a toll road or not is not yet decided, but 
it is probable a good cycling path charging 
a small sum for its use would bea profitable 
investment in many parts of the country. 
These will likely in future be one of the 
chief means of conveyance of people and 
possibly of freight also. 

One feature of the cyclists’ use of country 
roads is the revival of the old tavern and 
road-house as the present ‘“ cyclists’ head- 
quarters.””" Throughout the country, es- 
pecially in the neighborhood of large cities, 
the rural saloons and hotels, which have 
been suffering from hard times in the last 
few years, are now blossoming out in new 
coats of paint and remodeled interiors, as 
stopping places for the numerous wheelmen. 
So profitable has the industry become of 
furnishing drinks and meals for tourists 
awheel, the number of road-houses along 
such constantly used runs as the Elgin- 
Aurora course out of Chicago have about 
trebled in number in the last two years. 


Local Work and Results. 


Locally the movement for good roads is 
largely confined to the work of the Asso- 
ciated Cycling clubs. Signs are being put 
up directing riders in the right way through 
the country runs, and effort has been made 
to influence legislation, both local, State, 
and national, but the biggest task on hand 
is the boulevarding of Jackson street from 
the river to Michigan avenue. 

To save this thoroughfare for the public 
despite of the City Hall gang is a task 
which would be impossible for any but the 
wheelmen. Against them are arrayed the 
Central Electric company, with a reputed 
$100,000 ready to spend on. securing the 
street. But by making the matter a po- 
litical issue the numbers of the wheelmen 
and their friends in the city will likely suc- 
ceed in making a successful fight. | 

Belonging to the Associated Cycling club 
alone in Chicago there are about 9,000 
wheelmen, and it is estimated they are al- 
most entirely voters.. By interviewing Al- 
dermen and flooding them with resolutions 
and letters from clubs, associations, and in- 
dividuals they have produced a great im- 
pression. One hundred thousand yellow 
badges have been distributed to the friends 
of the boulevard move and haVe flaunted 
until worn threadbare on the lapels of half 
the business-men in town. The present de- 
lay of the boulevarding ordinance in the 
Council is occasioned by the work of secur- 
ing frontage consents, in which the bicycle 
riders are doing yeoman service. Unless 
the objections of the South Park Board 
should prove serious it is reasonably prob- 
able that Jackson street will be kept for the 
wheelmen as a connecting link between the 
South and West park systems. 


Should Learn to Mount First. 

A woman should never go upon the road 
until she can mount and dismount with con- 
fidence, and thoroughly understands her 
machine. A fright or any accident in the be- 
ginning may ‘“ break the nerve” of a raw 
rider until confidence can never be fully re- 
gained.

The objection may be raised that because of 
their lack of actual knowledge of riding and 
the attendant effects, that they are not qual- 
ified to judge and so their opinions are of no 
value. But when the riders’ themselves, 
both men and women, hold the same views— 
and there are many who do—there is un- 
doubtedly considerable truth in the conclu- 
sion.

The subjects, though strong in ideality, are 
free from that symbolism which renders 


the 


furnishes the greatest number of meritorious 
works. From the brush of Sargent there is 
the portrait of Mr. Graham Robertson, 
which was exhibited in the Royal Academy 
exhibition in London last year. It is painted 
in a fine harmony of black an@ gray, witha 
few small notes of brilliant color. The 
slender figure of the young man, clothed in 
a long black coat and gray trousers is posed 
against a dark screen. In his left hand he 
carries a cane with a green jade handle, and 
on the floor, in shadow beside ‘him, lies a 
white poodie with a knot of bright yellow 
ribbon on his head. The painting has all of 
simplicity and force of Sargent’s best work. 

Aman Jean exhibits a series of five por- 
traits painted in his characteristic style, 
with low tones of strong colors modeled 
with hatchings of darker ones.. The painter 
Besnard is the subject of éne of them, The 
others are of women, all apparently ideal- 
ized to a certain extent. P 

In addition to these the artist shows a 
decorative subject, ‘‘ The Sirens,” possessing 
the same agreeable qualities of color and 
original treatment. Zorn’s portrait of him- 
self, clad in a white blouse, seated, palette 
in hand, in his studio is painted with won- 
derful dexterity, but with more brutality 
and vulgarity than is common in his work. 

In general effect the picture is black and 
white, relieved by a yellow oak floor, a green 
cravat, and the flesh tones in the face and 
hands of the artist, and the grossly sensuous 
figure of a model seated in the shadow at the 
back of the room.

Boldim’s two portraits of women also at- 
tract attention, chiefly for the facile manner 
in which they are painted. They possess a 
certain sensuous charm of pose and color 
which {s not found in the work of Zorn with- 
out having the solidity and brilliancy of his 
technique. In each there is shown a sym- 
phony of tones of one or two colors. In one, 
a standing figure, cool grays and blues 
predominate, and in the other pink and red- 
dish purples. 

Lavery and Guthrie of the Glasgow school 
are well represented by portraiture. In the 
work of both there are found similar quali- 
ties of sincerity and technical strength, and 
cultivated artistic taste in the selection of 
pose. 

The American, Humphreys-Johnson, shows 
a little of Whistler’s inspiration in three 
excellent portraits. They have more color 
than is usually found in that master’s work, 
and this is not a defect. 

His portrait of his mother is full of grace 
and dignity and that fidelity which artists 
seldom fil to put in portraits of their pa- 
rents, A greenish tone pervades his work 
which is particularly agreeable. It is no- 
ticeable that the number of pictures in 
which green tones predominate is unusually 
large. 

Era of Green. 

It is said that the artists of the last gen- 
eration used bitumen when in doubt as to 
the color of dark tones in nature. From the 
resulting brown pictures there was a reac- 
tion of taste and gray held sway for a num- 
ber of years, until a pastel of purple and 
orange was raised against its pallor. Itis 
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by exhibiting at each succeeding salon some 
extravagantly sensational work. This year 
he has abandoned his modérnized biblical 
subjects to represent a howling mob of 
armed tramps bursting into a vast banquet 
hall where a terrified party of the votaries 
of wealth and luxury are fleeing from their 
seats at a table on which are the remains of 
a feast.

The only patriotic subject is the “ Sortie 
of the Mobiles of the Haute Garonne from 
Belfort,’’ by Rixens. It resembles Detaille’s 
“Sortie from Hunningue’’ in the Luxem- 
bourg gallery in composition, but is painted 
with more artistic feeling. It is to be placed 
in the Capitole in Toulouse. 

The Orientalist Dinet has several Algerian 
scenes, brilliant in color and full of life and 
movement. They represent Arabs in the 
scenes of their daily life. The catalogue 
announces that these works are painted after 
the manner of the early painters, with egg 
as a’ medium instead of oil. The same men- 
tion is made in regard to the works of several 
other exhibiters who have used it less suc- 
cessfully. . 


Many American Exhibiters. 


The number of American exhibiters this 
year is unusually large, and their work is 
generally most creditable. Melchers, whose 
work won his election to the Société des 
Beaux Arts last year, has a full-length por- 
trait of a young woman in a riding habit 
standing in a garden, and three Holland 
subjects recalling those exhibited by him at 
tne Art Institute last fall. *‘ The Maternal 
Kiss’’ resembles *“‘ The Dutch Mother and

Michel’”’ is a sturdy seafaring man, in red 
breeches of the shade familiar in Melchers’ 
pictures, leaning against a rude cupboard 
upon which is a small model of a fishing 
smack. ‘* Sur l’Eau "’ shows a woman hold- 
ing a babe in her lap and pressing another 
child to her side.

Few artists 
succeed better in expressing the sentiments 
of maternal love and solicitude. 

Alexander Harrison exhibits two marines, 
which are not quite up tothe standard of his 
best work, and a number of studies of night 
effects, with nude boys carrying lanterns 
on the seashore. 

By John Alexander there Is a full-length 
‘study’ of a young woman with a blank 
countenance and clothed in a pink dress, 
painted in flat, uninteresting masses of dull 
color. 

Miss Cecilia Beaux exhibits, among other 
works, the figure of a beautiful young 
woman in white entitled **‘ Revery,’’ which 
was reproduced in the Century Magazine 
some time ago. She has also a charming 
figure of a little child walking by the side 
of a nurse. This picture has the peculiarity 
of showing only the lower part of the figure 
of the nurse, but the effect is not disagree- 
able, as might be imagined, as the white 
dress of the nurse serves only as a back- 
ground to the prtncipal subject, which is 
painted with a directness and freshness of 
color reminding one of some of Sargent’s 
best work. 

Albert E. Sterner’s morbidly weird scene 
from the “ Fall of the House of Usher,’’ by 
Edgar Poe, shows the insane artist, Roderick 
Usher, and his sister in a somber, disordered

Albert Herter exhibits two nocturnes, well 
painted, but so black that it is difficult to 
make them out.

It presents 
a view of Dordrecht, Holland, at night. | 

Herman D. Murphy of Boston exhibits 


two heads of Venetian girls and an excellent. 


portrait of Mr. Tanner, a Philadelphia artist 
who exhibits an important picture at the 
salon of the Champs Elysées this year. 

By Jules Stuart there is a study of the 
nude in open air and two carefully painted 
but rather insipid society subjects, the 
“ Raptism’”’ and ‘* Yachting on the Medit- 
erranean. 

There are several good Dutch interiors by 
Elizabeth Nourse; a poetically treated Ven- 
etian canal scene by Frank Holman; two 
scenes of fisher life on the channel by Ean- 
ger Irving Couse; a nude figure and two 
portraits by Miss Lee-Robbins: also good 
portraits by George Bladen Fox, Clinton 
Peters, and Guy Maynard. Other Amer- 
icans exhibiting are Fred Dana Marsh and 
Edward Ertz of Chicago, Leslie Cauldwell, 
Winaretta Singer, Henry Faugel, and Mrs. 
L. C. Perry. 

Other Nationalities, 


The Spaniards Rusinol and Casas are 
represented; the first by a series of views 
of the Arab Gardens of Grenada with its 
fountains and curious horticulture; and the 
latter by a spirited figure of a young Spantsh 
woman wearing a richly embroidered white 
shawl which is admirably painted. 

By Fritz Thaulow, the Norwegian, there 
are four works, a sunny landscape with a 
swirling stream of water running through 
it painted as only Thaulow can paint water 
in motion, and three night scenes in Dieppe 
more interesting for their artistic treatment 
than for the subjects they represent. 

The Anglo-Belgian .Frank Brangwyn’s 
‘St. Simon Stylites”’ is a striking picture, 
The saint on the top of his penitential pillar, 
rising high above a city, is being ministered 
to by two other personages who seem to 
be standing on ladders behind the pillar. 
The figures, the city, a bay of the sea, and 
the bases of the hills beyond are enveloped 
in shadow and made luminous by the play 
of brown, pupple, green, and yellow grays, 
while the tops of. the hills and the sky is 
illuminated by a powerful salmon-red light. 

The painting of Douglas Robinson should 
not pass without notice, for it has remark- 
able richness of color and vigor of relief, 
There is in all his figures an excellent sense 
of construction and solidity, without exag- 
geration of forms. 

In the section of sculpture there is but lit- 
tle to note: The garden where it is exhibited 
is visited more by those who go for smoking 
and repose from the fatigue of the long 
tramp through the galleries of paintings 
than anything else. 

Injalbert occupies the place of honor with 
a monument which is to be erected in the 
Town of Pezenas to the memory of Moliére. 
Phimister Proctor, whose work at the 
World’s Fair is well remembered, has three 
excellent statuettes: of a dog, an Arabian 
stallion, and a group of a young bear anda 
rabbit. Miss Enid Yandel has two small 
statuettes in colored plaster. These witha 
bust by Hilton Perry of New York comprise 
the sculpture shown by Americans. 

Special Exhibits. 

Four especial exhibits each occupying a 
separate room add much to.the attractive- 
Chief among these 
is a collection of 700 or SOO working draw- 


Chavannes which occupy what is known as 
the “blue salon.’”’ These are particularly 
interesting to artists and students of art 
who may trace in them the development of 
the artist from his early student drawings 
to the meager compositions which often pre- 
sent the germ of his majestic decorations 
in a few lines. Another room is devoted 
to a collection of 132 of Edwin A. Abbey’s 
delightfully piquant drawings illustrating 
the comedies of Shakspeare, sufficiently fa- 
miliar to require no description here. The 
third is a larger number of exceedingly clever 
crayon drawings of actualities in London 
and Paris life made by Paul Renouvard for 
the. Illustrated London Graphic. Thirty- 
four works in sculpture by Jules Desbois, 
statues and objects of art constitute the re- 
maining special exhibit. Among them is 
‘‘La Mort,” a large group in bronze previous- 
ly exhibited in plaster, ‘“* La Misere,”’ a life- 
sized figure of a starving hag, carved in 
wood: Leda,” a statue in marble; and sev- 
eral plates, pots, and flagons in pewter on 
which the human figure is most ingeniously 
used as decoration. 

Of the sections of objects of art, archi- 
tecture, and drawings and pastels it is suf- 
ficient to say that they are up to the usual 
high standard of this salon, and in the case 
of. the objects of art somewhat eae

PREPARATIONS FOR THE CORONA- 
TION .OF CZAR NICHOLAS II. 


Coming Festivities at Moscow Are to 
Be the Occasion of a Greater Ex- 
penditure of Money than Is Usual— 
France Leads in Extravagance—A 
Dinner Costing $75,000—Triumphal 
Entry Into the City—Ceremonties in 
the Cathedral. 
On May 26, at the Cathedral of the As- 
umption, in his City of Moscow, Nicholas 
Il., Czar of all the Russias, is to be crowned 
Jimperor. In case the sickness from which 
the present Czarowitz is suffering proves 
fatal the religious ceremonies alone will be 
carried through, but in all probability the 


beautiful decoration will be found in the 
neighborhood of the Kremlin. The walls of 
the old citadel are to be outlined by count- 
less colored lamps, whose soft light will be 
shed over the gardens of the fortress. An 
idea of the sumptuous scale on which the 
decoration has been planned may be gained 
from the fact that no less than 400,000 lamps 
have been called for for the purpose. Of this 
number 14,000 electric lamps alone will be 
used in the illumination of the tower of Ivan 
Beliki, upon the arches of which Bengal fire 
is to be burned during the night fétes. 


Lasts Nearly a Month. 


The official announcemeny of the festivi- 
ties attendant upon the coronation provides 
for a series of banquets, pageants, recep- 
tiens, balls; military reviews, and the like, 
Which fill every day from May 18, when the 
imperial party arrives, to June 7; and amid 
which the coronation ceremony itself is al- 
most lost.

The coronation of an Emperor of Russia is 
au event so great in the eyes of the powers 
of the Old World that all Europe stands still 
to watch it. It is celebrated with almost 
barbaric: splendor and is the occasion of a 
lavish expenditure of money, not only on the 
part 6f the Russian Government and nobles 
but: by the governments of all the great 
St&tes politically interested in Russia and its 


doings. | 

It has always been the policy of the Rus- 
sian fmperial family to make the coronation 
of an Emperor the reason for a state dis- 
play of the utmost magnificence, something 
which would dazzle the eyes of the people 
and seem to raise its principal actor out of 
the plane not alone of other men, but of other 
ruilers. The coronation of the late Emperor, 
by common consent less magnificent than 
usual, cost the government over $4,000,000 
and that of his predecessor considerably 
more than $5,000,000, besides which, in both 
cases, there was much additional expendi- 
ture by nobles, foreigners, and other govern- 
- ments. On the present occasion the crown 
expenditure on the ceremony and the at- 
tendant festivities will not fall short of 3v,- 
000,000 rubles, while the municipality of 
Moscow has appropriated 5,000,000 more. 

In ‘this particular the coronation festivi- 
ties of Nicholas II., sv far from falling be- 
hind those‘ of his predecessors, promise to 
surpass all that have gone before. Months 
heve been spent in preparing for the event, 
and its celebration will be marked by a pomp 
and magnificence so great as to seem rather 
the appurtenance of a pleasure-loving Rom- 
an Emperor than of a nineteenth century 

eethiroh. Moreover, in spite of the war 
clouds which cast an uncertain but more 
“or less disturbing shadow over Europe, or 
it may be because of those clouds, the rep- 
resentatives of the other European States 
present at the coronation are preparing to 
make a greater display and to entertain even 
more lavishly than ever before.

There will be a swarm of minor royal per- 
sonages from petty dukedoms and princi- 
palities all over the world. With the Prince 
and Princess of Wales will come the Duke 
and Duchess of Cumberland. Among the 
relatives of the Empress will be the Duke 
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gold repousée, the back panel is beautifully 
painted, on the panels of the doors is the 
double-headed Russian eagle of large size 
in diamonds, on the top the imperial crown 
inlaid in precious stones, and on the four 
carners the imperial eagle in gold. Like 
nearly all the vehicles of the Court Stable 
Museum, it is a carriage with a history. 

It was sent by the Prussian King, Freder- 
ick thé Great, to the Empress Elizabeth 
Petrovna in 1746. In 1856 the coach, which 
none other has been found to equal, was re- 
stored at the court carriage works and was 
used for the entry of H. 1. H. the Empress 
Marie Alexandrovna into Moscow at the 
time of the coronation. Again in 1883 it was 
restored by the carriagemaker Brautigan 
and was used for the entry of H.I. M. the 
Empress Marie Feodorovna into Moscow.

Czar Reaches Moscow May 1%. 


On May 18 the Czar and Czarina will reach 
Moscow and take up their residence in the 
Petrovsky Palace, near the ‘city. There 
they will remain for three days and will 
celebrate the Czar’s birthday, which occurs 
in that time. On May 21 the imperial party 


will make its triumphal entry into Moscow. 


The coronation procession is to be one of 
the greatest displays of the time, and will 
exhibit to the best advantage the imperial 
oles rood with which all arrangements 

ve been made. From the court stable 
museum will be brought the famous golden 
carriages, and the of the horses 
will be equaled in richness only by the uni- 
~ nag, of the.imperial guard and attend- 


procession is to be one fit to take place with 
the splendors of a Roman triumph. No 
other nation on earth can show such di- 
versity in the equipment of its military 
service ascan Russia. There are to be found 
in the Russian armies every description of 
KMuropean troops, and, at the same time, 
semi-Oriental and purely Asiatic levies. All 
will be on hand. There will be the cavalry, 
infantry, and artillery of the East, mixed 
with the. more barbarous but hardly less 
effective soldiery of the West, the Cossacks 
from the Don, the Volga, and the Black 
Sea; Circassians and the squadrons of Kigis 
horsemen from the plains of Central Asia. 
The entry into Moscow will probably be the 
finest and will certainly be the most effective 
of all the sights and shows included in the 
coronation program. The military guard 
of the coronation will number about 55,000 
troops. These will be commanded by fifty- 
seven Generals, 255 staff officers, and 1,913 
superior officers. 

There will be attached to the guard 241 
military techinovniki, 577 junkers, 54 8, 
and 326 cadets from different tary 
schools. The mount of the cavalry guard 
will number nearly 12,000 horses. The tem- 
porary garrison and guard are officially 
mentioned as luding 83% battalions, 36 
egquadrons, 7 ments of Cossacks, 96 guns 
of foot artillery, and 24 guns of mounted 
yon t hey chee = aan yong Mr 
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mcst impressive part of the whole celebra- 
tion. It is seen, however, only;by a favored 
few. The Cathedral of the Assumption, 
in which it takes place, is not a spacious 
edifice, and there is room in it for few he- 
sides those immediately connected with the 
ceremony. When places have been found 
forthe clergy, the choir, the imperial family, 
and their attendants; the Ministers of State, 
the high officials, the Marshals of nobility, 
the Ambassadors and visitors of the first 
distinction, including many members of 
reigning families, the building will be filled 
to its capacity. The rest of Moscow will 
know that the ceremany has been completed

Kremlin announces the fact. 
Sight in the Cathedral. 

Those within the cathedral will see a 
wonderful sight, fittingly set in one of the 
most richly decorated churches of the world. 
Filled with gold, silver, and precious stones, 
costly shrines, and awe inspiring relics of 
the Christians, and made sacred by religious 
tradition and as the site of the most im- 
portant phases of Russia’s history, the 
Cathedral of the Assumption is inevitably 
the church of the coronation. The value of 
its decorations is'almost incalculable. One 
emerald in an image of the Virgin is valued 
at $50,000. On the day of the coronation it 
will be a gorgeous sight. In the center, be- 
tween the four great columns which support 
the roof, will bea scarlet canopy with double- 
headed eagles, embiazonings, and yellow, 
and black, and white plumes, Under this 
canopy is the throne, and before it a. table 
for the regalia. 

The imperial cortége will file slowly in, 
the priests waiting at the door to receive 
the Czar and Czarina, while the dignitaries 
of the court, entering two by two, are as- 
Signed their places by the master of cere- 
mecnies. The nobles, the priests, for the 
Iiastern church still clings to ‘vestments 
georgeous almost to barbarity, and the at- 
tendants will all mingle in a mass of brilliant 
eclor, filling every part of the cathedral 
except the dais and the space occupied by 
the imperial,tombs. Then the members of 
the imperial ‘family will enter. After them 
come the robes and regalia, which during the 
night have been kept in the throne room 
under the protection of a military guard. 
When all are settled, the great bell of the 
Kremlin wilt: peal out and the Czar and 
Czarina enter. 


Czar Crowns Himself. 

From the hands of the priests the Czar and 
Czarina receive the holy water. They kiss 
the crucifix. The choir begins the psalm, 
“Mercy and Justice,”’ the Czar and Czarina 
bow three times before the gate of the 
Ivikonostasis, kiss the holy ikons, and take 
their places under the canopy. The Czar’s 
throne is of carved ivory, and the Czarina’s 
of silver and gilt, set with jewels. The 
Metropolitan of Moscow advances to the 
foot of the throne and confronts the Czar. 
The Czar makes a confession of faith, and 
the Metropolitan recites before him his 
many titles. Then the Czar demands the 
imperial mantle. The garment is rich with 
cloth of gold, and ermine, and the Czar puts 
it round his shoulders and in it receives the 
benediction of the priest. He then demands 
the crown. The Metropolitan brings it from 
the table, and the Czar, taking it 
in both hands, places it upon his 
own head, for the (Czar crowns 
himself. Then he cealls for the. scep- 
ter and the globe, and having received them, 
for the first time takes his seat upon the 
throne. It is at this point that the bells are 
rung and the cannon fired which tell the 
people of Moscow that there is another Em- 
peror upon the throne of Russia. 

When the noise of the guns and the 
clangor of the bells has died away, the Em- 
peror rises again to his feet, lays asidg the 
scepter and globe, and calls for'the Czarina, 
who has been standing near him ever since 
they entered the cathedral. She advances, 
and Kneels at his feet. She is dressed in the 
richest gown to be bought by the wealth of 
Russia. It is of silver cloth, studded with 
gems from the imperial treasury, and is 
valued at $200,000. While she kneels before 
him, the Emperor removes the crown from 
his head and lets its rest for a moment upon 
hers. With the last words of the mass the 
pair leave the cathedral. 

Titles of the Emperor. 

Before the ceremony. the chief actor in 
the scene was simpiy Nicholas II., Czar of 
Russia, though perhaps in this there is no 
such great simplicity. After the coronation 
he-must sign all documents with his full 
title, which is as follows: : 

* We, Nicholas II., by the grace of God 
Iimperor and Autocrat over thé whole of 
Russia, Moscew, Kief, Vladimir, and Noy- 
gorod, Czar of Kazan, Czar of Astrakan, 
(Czar of Poland, Czar of Siberia, Czar of 
Taurian Chersonesia, Czar of Gruzien. Lord 
or Pskov, and Grand Duke of Smolensk, 
Lithunia, Volhynia, Podalia, and Finland. 
Duke ot Estonia, Livonia, Courland, Sem- 
fallia, Samowitia, Bjalostok, Kaarelia, Tver. 
Jugoria, Perm, Vjatka, Bulgaria, etc., Lord 
and Grand Duke to Lower Novgorod, 
Techeringoff, Rjazan, Polotsk, Postoff, Jar- 
osalv, Belosersk, Udoria, Obdoria, Condia. 
Vitebsk, Mstislav, and ruler over the entire 
Nerthern Land, Lord to Iberia, Kartalilia. 
Kabarda, and the Province of Armenia, the 
Circassian and Mountain Princes, as well 
as others, Hereditary Overlord and Prince, 
tuler of Turkestan, Heir to Norway, Duke 
of Schleswig-Holstcin, Stormam, Dittmarch, 
and Oldenburg, etc., etc., etc.”’ 

The Imperial Crowns. 

The oldest of the Russian crowns is to be 
used on this occasion. It is known as Mono- 
machus Shapkan, and was, according to 
well-authenticated manuscripts, given to 
the Grand Duke of Kief, Valdimer Mona- 
machus, by‘the Byzantian Emperor Alexis 
Comnenus. It is preserved with the rest of 
the crown jewels in the Kremlin Palace. The 
imperial crown is adorned with the most su- 
perb jewels in the world. In outline it re- 
sembles the domelike mitre of a Patriarch. 
On its summit is a cross formed of five beau- 
tiful diamonds, supported by a huge uncut 
but polished ruby of priceless value. Eleven 
magnificent diamonds, rising in an arch, 
form the front and back supports of this 
ruby and cross. On each side of this archis 
a hoop formed of thirty-eight large pearls of 
incomparable beauty. All the spaces of the 
dome are filled with jewels. The band on 
which this crown rests, and which will en- 
circle the imperial brow, is set with twenty- 
eight great diamonds, while the orb is sur- 
mounted by an enormous sapphire and a 
large elongated diamond of purest water.

city. Mr. Hallett is an engraver, with offices 
in the Como Buildings He has for years 
made a study of aeronautics and has per- 
fected a model of a flying machine which he 
believes would; if constructed on a proper 
scale, carry a rider through the air at the 
rate of a hundred miles an hour. Mr. Hal- 
lett’s machine may be roughly described as 
an aerial bicycle. The rider is to sit ona 
saddle attached to a sleeve inside of which 
is ‘a shaft. On the upper end of the shaft is 
a propeller, and on the lewer end a horizon- 
tal sprocket wheel. A vertical sprocket 
wheel, constructed and operated on prac- 
tically @he same plan as the sprocket wheel 
of the ordinary bicycle, works at right an- 
gles within this sprocket and so rotates the 
shaft. The shaft turns the propeller, the 
propeller lefts you from the earth, and drives 
you in any direction, forward or backward, 
to the right or left, the propeller being ad- 
justable to any angle. 
Propelled by Explosives. 

The scheme of Dr. Edwin Pynchon, 
whose offices are in the Columbus Memorial 
Building. is no less interesting.

The 
ship has what is called a budyancy thamber 
‘and i¢ also to be equipped withana ratus 
providing condensed hydrogen, which is to 
be introduced and expanded in this chamber. 
The propellers are to revolve in tubes and 
are to be used both in propelling and steer- 
ing the airy craft.

Of all the experiments which have been 
made in the broad field of aeronautics none 
have attracted more attention from scien- 
tific men interested in this priblem all over 
the world than those of I. Lancaster, a 
Chicago man. who, in order to study the 
soaring of birds exiled himself, first to the 
wilderness of Southwestern Florida, 
later took up his residence near 
Colo., where he is now located for the same 
purpose.
